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The rentals and accounts in this volume 
illustrate the development of Hull from its 
acquisition by Edward I in 1293 to the early 
sixteenth century. They include all the surviving 
fee farm rentals from the late twelfth to the 
fifteenth centuries; two rentals of town pro- 
perty, the earliest (1465) and one example from 
the sixteenth century; and two chamberlains’ 
account rolls, including the first extant roll 


(1321-24). 


From these documents the pattern of land 
ownership in Hull can be reconstructed from the 
time of the royal foundation to the years before 
the profound changes wrought by the Reforma- 
tion. The difficulties experienced by the town 
after its projected expansion by Edward I are 
illustrated particularly clearly. 


The period covered by the volume also saw a 
dramatic increase in the range of activities 
undertaken by the town. In 1293 Hull was under 
the immediate control of a royal bailiff; but by 
the mid-fifteenth century it was a county 
borough responsible for most of its own affairs, 
a change clearly revealed by a comparison of the 
two edited account rolls. One result of this 
increased autonomy was the frequency with 
which the corporation was called upon to act as 
trustee for charitable endowments, the range of 
which is well represented here. 


A general introduction discusses the topo- 
graphical development of the town, drawing on 
other unpublished sources. The wealth of 
documentation available for medieval Hull 
makes it possible to evaluate how accurately 
different types of record present a picture of a 
medieval town. The edited texts are further 
amplified by extensive notes and by a number of 
appendices summarising related material.

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INTRODUCTION 


Kingston upon Hull had its origins in the vill of Wyke, 
founded at the confluence of the rivers Hull and Humber by 
the abbey of Meaux in the late twelfth century.’ The new 
settlement flourished, and in 1293 Edward I, in search of a 
suitable supply port for his northern campaigns, acquired the 
vill of Wyke and adjoining land from Meaux. 

The documentation of the land transfer provides the first 
detailed description of the vill. In November 1292 Edward I 
ordered an inquisition into the value of Wyke, which was 
taken in the following January by Peter de Campania and 
William de St Quintin. On 4 March the abbey’s grange of 
Myton, also to be acquired by the king, was similarly valued. ? 
Three days later de Campania drew up a rental of Wyke listing 
the rents due to the king. None of these sources gives the 
location of the properties listed. Most of the holdings can, 
however, be identified by a comparison with later surveys, in 
particular the inquisition of 1320 which in effect glosses the 
1293 Wyke rental, providing details of the location and 
subsequent descent of each plot.* 

The Wyke valuation of January 1293, reflecting the state of 
the vill immediately prior to its acquisition by Edward I, lists 
fifty-five messuages and a further fifty-five undeveloped plots. 
The messuages lay mainly along Hull Street (now High Street) 
which follows the sinuous line of the river Hull. There is some 
evidence to suggest that for part, if not all, of its length the 
street was itself originally the quayside, with the properties on 
the west of the street enjoying direct access to the river 
frontage. The river then receded, due either to silting or to 
deliberate land reclamation, leaving land between the street 
and the river bank. This area was initially used for warehous- 
ing and storage by the houses opposite. The next stage was for 
the property to divide along the line of the street, leaving the 
buildings on the east with direct access to the river and those 
on the west dependent on public staithes or negotiated rights 
of way through the opposite property. At the southern end of

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High Street this process was already under way in 1293, 
although further north, where development was slower, 
many properties still straddled Hull Street as late as 1347.° 

The basic pattern of messuages in Wyke was one of long, 
thin properties fronting Hull Street. In the south of the town 
this pattern was already being eroded by 1293. A number of 
the messuages had divided to form two properties, one 
fronting Hull Street and the other facing Marketgate, which 
ran parallel to Hull Street to the west. A more significant 
modification to the pattern was provided by Monkgate, which 
ran parallel to the Humber towards the mother church of the 
vill at Hessle. Monkgate, alone among the east/west streets of 
Wyke, had messuages fronting it: on both sides as far as its 
junction with Marketgate and on the north only from 
Marketgate to Hale Street. North of Kirk Lane the east/west 
streets were still flanked by single messuages fronting Hull 
Street, although subdivision was probably already in train. 
The messuage north of Aldgate had been divided into 
properties fronting Aldgate by 1303, although it was still in 
the hands of a single owner, John Scales, who bequeathed the 
properties to various recipients in his will of that year.° This 
section of Aldgate is still called Scale Lane. 

Alongside this subdivision of the Hull Street properties, 
Wyke in 1293 was already expanding westwards, away from 
the river. There was some building on the west side of 
Marketgate, with messuages between Aldgate and Holy 
Trinity and a smaller development south of the church. Most 
of this expansion was still, however, potential rather than 
actual, taking the form of undeveloped plots. These lay 
mainly along the lines of Aldgate and Monkgate, with some 
infilling between the two along the west side of Beverleygate, 
the third north/south street of the vill. The area to the west 
and south of Holy Trinity, les Hales, seems to have been left 
open as a market place. The evidence suggests that this open 
area was considerably larger than in the later town, extending 
as far south as the line of Lisle Street (Mytongate). This street

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took its name from one of Edward I’s officials, Roger de 
Insula or de Lisle, which implies that it was a late addition to 
the street plan. Lisle Street stops at Marketgate and does not, 
like the undisputedly early Aldgate and Monkgate, carry on to 
Hull Street and the river. Moreover, Hale Street presumably 
led to les Hales but it stops at the line of Lisle Street. The 
implication is that originally Lisle Street was the southern 
boundary of the market area, only becoming a true street 
when development occurred to the north. This development 
may already have begun before Edward’s acquisition of Wyke: 
certainly the next fifty years saw a steady erosion of the open 
land to: the south of the church, as the area assigned for a 
market was leased out for building. The focus of the market 
throughout the middle ages was to be Marketgate rather than 
les Hales. 

When Edward I acquired Wyke in 1293 its northern limit 
was in effect Aldgate. Although the Hull Street messuages 
stretched further north than this, almost to the line of the 
present Salthouse Lane, beyond Aldgate they were little more 
than a ribbon development along the river. Only south of 
Aldgate did Wyke broaden out, with settlement behind the 
waterfront properties. Towards the west building did not 
extend much beyond Marketgate, although in this direction 
the undeveloped plots gave scope for the built-up area to be 
approximately doubled. The king, however, did not intend to 
confine the development of his new town to the limits of 
Wyke. In addition to the messuages and plots comprising the 
vill itself he acquired surrounding land from Meaux. The 
exact boundaries of this land have given rise to some contro- 
versy, since the topographical features by which they are 
defined in the grant cannot now be identified conclusively.’ 
Broadly speaking, however, Edward rounded off the north- 
west corner of the vill by the acquisition of land in Milnecroft, 
some of which was already regarded as part of Wyke.* To the 
west of the vill he acquired land between the existing bound- 
ary and the old river Hull, the Ald Hull of the rentals.

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This did not give Edward control of all the land in Wyke. 
To the north of the vill the abbey’s holdings were not 
complete but were split by three strips of land owned by 
William de Aton, running roughly westward back from the 
river Hull across the site of the later manor house. Edward I 
apparently hoped to acquire the de Aton land and had it 
included in the Myton valuation, but in the event he failed to 
obtain it. The fee of Aton, although included within the 
boundary of Kingston, was thus never part of the royal estate 
in the town and accordingly appears in none of the standard 
fee farm rentals. Its boundaries can, however, be traced from 
the 1347 fee farm rental which, uniquely, lists the major 
holdings in the town which did not pay rent to the crown as 
well as those which did. The rental, however, treats the three 
de Aton holdings as single properties, with no indication of 
the extensive subdivision which had already occurred within 
them.? By this date the former de Aton lands were held by the 
de la Poles and for most practical purposes were fully 
integrated with the rest of the town. The only sign of their 
former independence, apart from their freedom from the fee 
farm, was that the area had its own chapel, that of St Mary, 
founded from the parish church of North Ferriby. 

The additional land acquired by Edward I around Wyke was 
divided into plots and leased out in March 1293 with the 
intention of developing the whole site up to the old Hull. The 
king’s plans for his town were to prove over-ambitious but 
the first indications were encouraging. In 1305 Richard Oysel, 
the king’s bailiff in Holderness, was ordered to lease vacant 
plots in a number of towns, including Hull. Oysel’s leases 
include a few re-lettings of plots first leased by de Campania 
on the periphery of the town, suggesting that the king’s new 
plots were not proving a complete success. However, he was 
also able to find tenants for a quantity of land placed on the 
market for the first time: further land in Milnecroft; part of les 
Hales; and land in Southwick, near the Humber, which had 
been set aside for a horse market.'° There was clearly still a

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demand for land, although most of the newly released land 
was taken up by men who already held property in the 
established areas of Wyke rather than by newcomers to the 
town. 

Over the next decade, however, the signs of stagnation 
become unmistakable. Five years after Oysel’s leasings an 
extant rental shows that many properties were without 
tenants.'' At least fourteen of the fifty-five plots leased in 1293 
were no longer paying rent. In addition almost half of Oysel’s 
new leasings had lost their tenants in the intervening five 
years. These figures relate to the western edge of the town: 
land which had been undeveloped at Edward I’s acquisition of 
Wyke or which had been added to the town by him. There 
was little decay in the developed area of Wyke, although even 
here the extensive holdings of Geoffrey de Hothom and Peter 
le Gauger, the former including a prime site at the junction of 
Hull Street and Monkgate, had failed to find new tenants. 

By 1315 the position had deteriorated further, and the king 
intervened after complaints by former keepers of the town, 
Adam de Middleton and Edward of York, that they had been 
unable to collect many of the rents. John de Insula was 
appointed to enquire into the matter. His findings opened on 
an encouraging note. Rents worth 55s 1d were said to be paid 
but had failed to be recorded in the rentals. This addition to 
the town’s value was, however, overshadowed by the two 
lists of decayed rents which followed. Of the rents fixed by de 
Campania in 1293 £31 17s 442d, almost half, could no longer 
be collected. The failure rate among Oysel’s lettings is even 
more striking: two-thirds of the rents, £15 Is 2d, were no 
longer paid.” 

An undated, and unfortunately incomplete, rental which 
seems to date from about this time provides a more general 
picture of the town." The rental, which is arranged by street, 
confirms that it was the areas which were unbuilt-on when 
Edward I took over Wyke which were failing to attract 
tenants. There were no empty properties in Hull Street, and 
probably only one in Marketgate. The main exception to this 
pattern of decay west of Marketgate was the area south of 
Holy Trinity. Both Hale Street and Bedford Lane, the latter a

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new development, were almost fully tenanted, although not 
yet built over, in c.1315. The popularity of this area is reflected 
in the 1347 rental, which shows that the plots there were 
smaller than anywhere else west of Marketgate. Further west 
development had virtually ceased: Milk Street and Cham- 
pagne Street, the two most westerly streets of the town, were 
almost untenanted in c.1315. This continuing distinction 
between the built up area of 1293 and the rest of the town is 
shown particularly clearly by Monkgate. In c.1315 this was 
two-thirds empty, with the tenanted third corresponding 
closely to the messuages of 1293. 

The implication is that Hull was not attracting enough new 
settlement. The dependence of medieval towns on outside 
migration has been disputed but clearly it was essential in the 
early stages of their growth. 4 In Hull itself, where virtually all 
transfers of land between 1293 and 1320 are recorded, it is 
striking how few entailed hereditary descent. This does not 
necessarily mean that each family which died out was replaced 
by anewcomer to the town. A proportion of the available land 
was always absorbed by established residents, but they could 
not take up all the land which came onto the market, 
particularly at a time when new land was becoming available. 
After about 1300 there were not enough new arrivals to keep 
settlement at its 1293 level, let alone develop new areas. Under 
these conditions it 1s not surprising that the most popular sites 
were those already built over or, failing that, a plot close to the 
built up area where the prospect for future development was 
good. Such sites changed hands without any need for royal 
intervention. By contrast, the plots in the west of the town 
tended to remain empty, once they had fallen vacant, until the 
king’s agents mounted a deliberate campaign to find tenants. 

Edward II resorted to such a formal leasing in 1317, when 
Robert de Sandale and Alexander de Cave were appointed to 
let the vacant properties.'’ Their leases can be reconstructed 
from the 1320 inquisition, which shows that they tackled the 
problem by amalgamating the vacant plots into fewer, larger 
units and ruthlessly reducing the rent. Thus five plots leased in 
1293 for a total of 24s 2d were let together for 8s in 1317. Many 
of their leases were made to men who already held land

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elsewhere in the town, like John Rottenherring or John de 
Gretford, or who were related to existing land holders. But 
the favourable terms also attracted new settlers. Most, to 
judge by their names, were from the East Riding; the 
surnames include Roos, Anlaby, Wetwang and Tunstall. A 
few, notably Robert de Guisborough and Robert de Wisbech, 
were from further afield. De Guisborough may have been 
associated with the area through Hessle, where Guisborough 
priory held the rectory, but one can only surmise how de 
Wisbech came to rent land in Hull. 

Three years later, in 1320, the king initiated his last recorded 
inquiry into the state of Hull. Three separate inquisitions were 
held. The main inquiry was into the ownership of land in the 
town. The terms of the king’s writ were pessimistic: the 
commissioners were to determine how many of the plots were 
empty, for how long and through whose fault. The question 
of blame for the town’s difficulties underlies the other 
inquisitions. The second was into trading conditions in the 
port, which were thought to be discouraging merchants." 
The third examined the activities of the keepers in Myton." 
The first inquisition was itself a tacit investigation of their 
behaviour in Kingston. The king’s pessimism proved unwar- 
ranted. Although the inquisition paints a graphic picture of 
past problems, by this date all the plots were tenanted and 
producing rent, except for one which had been flooded in 
ig a0 ae 

The 1320 inquisition was the first inquiry since 1293 to 
specify which sites were built on and here its findings were less 
encouraging. Since Edward I’s acquisition of the town only 
about ten more plots had been built on, the majority of these 
in the three years since the leasings of de Sandale and de Cave. 
Thus, although Edward I had increased the nominal size of the 
settlement, its real growth, in terms of building, had been 
extremely modest. The failure of royal plans to enlarge the 
town was implicitly recognised in 1321 when the town was 
walled for the first time. The line of the wall excluded much of 
the additional land which Edward I had laid out to the west of 
Wyke, as is made clear by subsequent rentals. The enclosed 
town was not very much larger than the potential size of

Wyke in 1293. It was, however, considerably larger than the 
built up area. When the fortifications were dug, two land 
holders on Champagne Street, whose plots straddled the line 
of the ditch, were paid compensation for damage to their 
standing crops.'? Throughout the middle ages the west side of 
the town remained relatively undeveloped, with space for 
orchards, tentergarths and industrial activities.*° This was 
even true in the seventeenth century, as Hollar’s plan of the 
town shows, although by this date the density of population in 
the east of the town was forcing the division of properties and 
infilling behind the street frontages. 

The leasings of 1317 were the last attempt to adjust the rent 
assigned to each plot. Thereafter, with minor variations, the 
rents remain fixed. In 1320 the valuation of Kingston was 
£68 17s 64d, with £63 14s 22d derived from property rents, 
the remainder from stallage and perquisites of court. The 
inquisition points out that this was £10 os 12d less than the 
rental of 1293, a relatively modest fall in value. The compari- 
son is, however, rather less favourable than that since it takes 
no account of the value of Oysel’s new leases in 1305, about 
£22. The fall in value between 1305 and 1320 was thus almost a 
third. In 1331 the payment of rent’through the keeper was 
replaced by a fixed farm of £70 to be paid by the mayor and 
burgesses.*' Fee farm rentals were henceforth produced by the 
mayor and preserved among the town records. The first, that 
of 1347, demonstrates the continuity of rents. The properties 
contributed £63 15s 74d to the fee farm total, assigned as in 
1320. 

The fee farm rental of 1347 is the most important of the 
series. Unlike earlier rentals it specifically includes properties 
which did not contribute to the fee farm, although it does not 
quite live up to its claim to include every property in the town. 
Most of the omissions are on the river bank and perhaps reflect 
uncertainty caused by the gradual reclamation east of Hull 
Street. Of these, however, a number are mentioned as 
boundaries of included plots and so can be located with 
reasonable accuracy. The rental is arranged by street and gives 
a frontage measurement and boundary details for each property

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listed. This amount of detail is extremely rare in medieval 
rentals, which usually give little more than the street in which 
each property stands. The closest parallel seems to be the Legh 
rental of Warrington, which defines each plot in terms of its 
boundaries although it does not give frontage measurements. 
The Southampton terrier of 1454, one of the most comprehen- 
sive of medieval rentals, gives no boundary details so that the 
extent of each tenement can only be surmised.” Such surmises 
can be misleading. The 1347 Hull rental demonstrates the 
possibility of great variations in property size. Moreover, 
there is apparently only an arbitrary relationship between the 
size of holding and the rent paid, suggesting that the rents 
were based on a more complicated set of factors which can no 
longer be reconstructed. 

The 1347 rental is indeed so detailed that it is possible to 
map the plots onto a street plan of the town and thus fix their 
location in relation to modern features, as L. M. Stanewell was 
the first to realise.*3 A plan compiled in this way can be 
reasonably accurate as far as frontages are concerned, less so in 
assessing the length of each plot, although an informed guess 
can be made on the basis of nineteenth-century boundaries.*4 
Since the rents in 1347 were the same as those in 1320 it is 
relatively simple to extend this identification to 1320 and, 
having made that connection, back to 1293, although allow- 
ance must then be made for differences in the street plan such 
as the northern extension of Marketgate built in 1297.5 

By 1347 Hull had recovered from its initial problems. One 
indication of the renewed demand for land is the number of 
properties which were subdivided between 1320 and 1347. In 
some cases the holdings so formed each paid a share of the fee 
farm of the original plot, and can only be identified by 
comparison with the 1320 inquisition. The Graa property, 
which occupied the entire northern side of Kirk Lane in 1320

-Butan 
many cases the division can be identified in the 1347 rental 
itself when one plot answers for the rent of a number of 
neighbouring plots which had split off from it.*° As might be 
expected, most, although not all, of these divisions had 
occurred in the eastern part of the town. 

The rental also suggests that since 1320 virtually all the sites 
within the walls had been built on. They are described in the 
rental as ‘tenement’ [tenementum]| rather than ‘plot’ [placea| 
and this distinction does seem to have been employed 
accurately by the compilers, although the terminology is not 
without some problems. A number of large sites of multiple 
tenancy are called ‘plots’, presumably to distinguish them 
from single holdings, and almost certainly did include buil- 
dings: many of the big de la Pole holdings come into this 
category. But the main difficulty is posed by a group of 
properties at the north end of Hull Street which are described 
as plots in 1347 but which had been built on in 1293. At first 
sight this suggests that the area had been affected by the 
problems of the early fourteenth century and had not yet 
recovered, but this is not supported by extant deeds. Many of 
the 1347 plots represent undeveloped portions of the 1293 
messuages which had been split off and sold, indicative of a 
continuing demand for land in the area. Elsewhere, the 
problem seems to be a difference of terminology between 1293 
and 1347. Whereas the “‘messuage’ of 1293 was simply land 
with buildings, the ‘tenement’ of 1347 was a domestic 
dwelling. Thus the land of Thomas de Fishlake is described in 
1347 as a plot, but four years earlier had been described as a 
piece of land with buildings, and the buildings defined as a 
chamber and a.cellar.?7 

In distinguishing simply between ‘tenements’ and ‘plots’ the 
1347 rental is thus concealing an unknown amount of 
non-domestic building within the fee farm properties. The 
1347 rental, and indeed all the fee farm rentals, are therefore of 
little direct use in trying to assess the trade and industry of the 
town. The problem is accentuated by the omission from the 
fee farm rentals of all building outside the framework of plots.

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The guildhall, built over Marketgate, 1s omitted, and so are 
the double row of shops erected in Marketgate as a Butchery 
in 1334-35 and the row of drapers’ shops at the east end of 
Holy Trinity.” 

Even on the narrower question of domestic housing the 
format of the fee farm rentals leaves many questions unan- 
swered. The 1347 rental suggests a uniform spread of tene- 
ments throughout the town with one tenement to each site. 
This is not, however, an accurate guide to the density of 
housing. In the west of the town a tenement on each of the 
very large plots would still mean that the area was predomi- 
nantly open ground. Further east, where the plots were 
narrow, the streets must have been more or less lined with 
building. More important, however, the rental’s neat equation 
of one site with one tenement does not seem to be supported 
by other evidence. Although the rental records the formal 
division of a property between two or more owners where 
this affected responsibility for payment of the farm, it does not 
show multiple development within a single holding. Extant 
deeds demonstrate that a number of apparently single proper- 
ties were in fact parcelled out among subtenants who were 
each developing their own share. This is sometimes hinted at 
in the rental by an entry such as ‘Sir William de la Pole and his 
tenants: hold’ .. .” -but’ this is mot invariably the ‘case.’ The 
‘tenement’ of John de Bedford on Monkgate comprised at 
least four properties.*? This ratio of tenants to fee farm 
property is supported by the Poll Tax returns of 1377, which 
imply that each property in the 1347 rental must have housed 
between two and six households, depending on area.’° These 
figures are too large to represent a genuine growth in 
population since 1347; and the conclusion must be that the 
1347 rental seriously underestimates the number of houses, 
and hence must be used with extreme caution in any attempt 
to estimate the likely population size. 

The 1347 rental seems to have remained in use for almost 
exactly a century; certainly the next surviving rental, that of 
c.1445, is couched as an updating of that of 1347, with entries 
im the form N holds the tenement late of M’.?" Occasional

that even with the compilation of a new rental that of 1347 
remained the definitive text. The compilers of the c.1445 rental 
have again taken account of formal partitions of property but 
give no indication of subdivision within a given site. The 
rental does indeed slur over this question. In places it 
specifically refers to one tenement, but most entries are so 
heavily abbreviated that the tenement mentioned could be 
singular or plural. 

The c.1445 rental, unlike that of 1347, does not normally 
include properties which did not contribute towards the fee 
farm, although the compilers’ policy is not consistent. The de 
Aton properties are omitted altogether. Properties which were 
quit by another property are not given their own entry but are 
normally entered under the answering plot, although such 
references are unfortunately usually to the 1347 owner and not 
updated. The most interesting omission is of the former 
property of Hugh de Schirburn on the corner of Mytongate 
and Finkle Street. This had paid rent in 1347 and its omission 
appears to be because it was derelict in ¢c.1445.3* This, and a 
reference to two ruined tenements in Church Lane, suggest 
that the compilers had tried to take account of obvious 
changes in the town, at least such as might affect the payment 
of the farm. 

The fee farm rental of ¢.1445 is the last of the series to be 
printed here. There is then a gap of about a century before the 
next extant rental, that of 1540-41, after which fee farm rentals 
survive with increasing frequency.?} By 1540 the format of the 
rentals had changed completely. Whereas the 1347 and ¢.1445 
rentals were recorded in the town’s Bench Books, that of 
1$40—41 and its successors are in the form of individual paper 
rolls and are in English rather than Latin. Moreover, the 
arrangement by street has been abandoned in favour of 
arrangement by owner. This, however, proved less con- 
venient for reference and by 1591 a compromise had been 
reached with major landowners, such as the corporation itself,

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dealt with separately and the rest arranged by street. Clearly at 
some point after c.1445 reliance on the 1347 rental had been 
abandoned and an entirely new rental compiled, although the 
rents assigned to each plot remained the same. The new 
version, rather than being intended as a ‘permanent memorial’ 
aSi-ii: 1347, was updated each-yearr The preamble to the 
1540-41 rental thus ties the contents to a single mayoral year, a 
marked contrast to the c.1445 rental which contains no dating 
clause. This change is emphasised in the body of the rental, 
where the money actually collected in that year is distin- 
guished from the fixed farm assigned to each property. It is 
unlikely that the 1540-41 rental was the first of this new series. 
The preamble gives no indication that the format was 
regarded as new, and a number of the entries refer to previous 
occupants, information presumably drawn from earlier rentals 
in the same series. 

The production of an annual fee farm rental allowed the 
inclusion of much more detail than in the medieval rentals. 
Changes of ownership are traced more accurately, the names 
of tenants are more often recorded, there is even some 
indication of land use, such as reference to gardens which were 
once tenements. But this detail, although welcome, still relates 
to only a proportion of the properties within the town. The 
list omits entirely all properties not charged with the fee farm. 
The town’s own land and the former de la Pole estates are 
dealt with only summarily. For these the 1540-41 rental refers 
to a ‘register’ which evidently provided more detail. This 
suggests that the medieval versions, or something based upon 
them, remained in use as the definitive list. This may have 
been the c.1445 rental itself, which contains sixteenth-century 
annotations. In support of this view it should be noted that the 
town property not detailed in 1540-41 is that listed in the 
c.1445 rental, while later acquisitions are listed separately. 


The fee farm rentals, within the limitations discussed above, 
provide a general picture of the growth of Hull. They can, 
however, be usefully augmented by two other types of rental. 
The most important are the rentals of land owned by the 
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town. The first extant town rental dates from 1465 and, like 
the medieval fee farm rentals, is enrolled in one of the Bench 
Books.34 This formal enrolment 1s not particularly appropriate 
for something as changeable as a town rental and it is 
reasonable to suppose that separate rentals, drawn up on a 
yearly basis, existed from an early date. This gains some 
support from the surviving chamberlains’ account rolls. The 
first extant roll, that of 1321-24, in effect incorporates a rental 
of town land, itemising the income from rents by property 
and term.3> By the fifteenth century, however, the accounts 
merely give the nominal value of the town land as a lump sum 
under receipts and then list the decayed rents under expendi- 
ture. They must therefore have been augmented not only by a 
list of the rents initially assigned to town property but also by 
annual accounts giving the actual rents paid. The first separate 
rental to survive is that of 1527-28, printed below.*° This and 
its successors are in the form of individual rolls, the other main 
difference from the 1465 rental being that the rolls include a 
list of fees and wages. In the fifteenth century this information 
was recorded in the chamberlains’ rolls, but these were 
becoming much less detailed by the turn of the century. The 
implication is that the chamberlains’ rolls in the fifteenth 
century provided the main record of financial affairs, and 
annual rentals of town land, although they must have existed, 
were regarded as of relatively little significance once their 
information had been abstracted.” By the sixteenth century 
the rent rolls were taking over some of the functions of the 
increasingly stereotyped chamberlains’ rolls and were accor- 
dingly more worthy of preservation. 

The amount of land held by the town increased markedly in 
the second half of the fifteenth century. This was after Henry 
VI had granted a charter of incorporation in 1440 which 
formally entitled the town to hold land.3* In this respect the

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charter, like similar charters elsewhere, merely conferred 
recognition on an accepted practice.?? Hull had first held land 
in 1306, when Richard Oysel leased to the commons of the 
town two plots beside the Humber which had belonged to 
master Henry de Newark.‘ Ten years later the town was 
selling a piece of land on the corner of Marketgate and 
Aldgate. Other early acquisitions included the land of Thur- 
stan: le: Laillor in 1319" 

Where the charter of incorporation may have made a 
difference is in the town’s acceptability as a trustee. The first 
four endowments which made the town a recipient of land for 
charitable uses were made in the fifteen years after 1440: the 
endowments of Gregg (1445), Aldwick (1448), Tutbury 
(1453) and Bedford (1455), which are discussed more fully in 
the notes to the text. The only known earlier grant of land to 
the town which was made with the intention of applying the 
revenues to a specific purpose was made under the will of 
Henry de Watton. In 1369 he left all his land in Hull to the 
mayor and burgesses with the stipulation that the income after 
the fee farm and repairs had been met should go to the fabric 
of Holy Trinity. There is no indication that the grant took 
effect. The town certainly did not keep the land in its own 
hands and lease it out, as it was to do with later endowments. 
At mostait may have levied a: fixed rent from subsequent 
owners of the land.* 

Whatever the role of the 1440 charter, the second half of the 
century saw a rapid growth in the number of small-scale 
endowments by townsmen: obits, chantries and hospitals. For 
most of these the town was the obvious trustee. Its only rivals 
were the Priests of the Table, the priests who served the altars 
in Holy Trinity and who were effectively a body corporate 
themselves. The priests received some endowments to finance 
obits and chantries in their church, but the town was usually 
the preferred trustee. Thus in 1499 Richard Merwyn left land 
for an obit to be celebrated by the Priests of the Table, but the 
land was to be held in trust by the town. Only if the town

ment.# 

This development at first promised to be a profitable one for 
the town. The Tutbury endowment, for instance, initially 
yielded about £12 per annum. From this the town had to pay 
the stipend of a chantry priest (£4 13s 4d) to which an obit was 
later added (4s). It was also responsible for the fee farm (233s) 
and for any repairs to the property. In most years, on this 
basis, the town could expect a profit of at least £5. Apart from 
the monetary return, the growing number of endowments 
meant that more land was passing under direct corporation 
control. By 1465 the four endowments so far made, which are 
listed individually in the rental, already constituted a major 
addition to the town’s stock of land. Further endowments 
followed, and by 1530 the corporation was the second largest 
landowner in the town, its holdings exceeded only by the 
former de la Pole estate, then in the hands of Sir William 
Sidney. 

This rise in the town’s stock of land was not, however, 
matched by a corresponding rise in income. From the 
mid-fifteenth century property rents were falling and the 
initial profits from the endowments were not maintained. The 
first signs of the fall in rents can be seen in the 1465 rental, 
although it was as yet mainly confined to the expensive High 
Street properties. Most of these houses had recently been 
extensively repaired by the town and it 1s not surprising that 
the town’s immediate response to the fall in income was to try 
and pass responsibility for repairs onto the tenants.*+ But the 
savings achieved by this policy must have been limited, and 
certainly not enough to offset the continuing fall in rents. For 
the remainder of the century this fall, in the absence of rentals, 
canbe traced: through “the lists of decayed rents antathe 
chamberlains’ rolls. 

The next surviving rental, that of 1527-28, paints a dark 
picture of the decline in income. The rental itself admits only 
to a relatively modest drop in income, but a comparison with 
the 1465 rental shows that most rents had dropped by at least 
half. The Tutbury rent, for instance, had fallen to £3 ss, barely 
half the annual outgoings. The rental shows that in some cases

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extra land had been added to the original endowment in an 
attempt to push up the income. The entry for the Aldwick rent 
includes a house on Blackfriargate which had not been part of the 
original bequest. Similarly the Bedford rent was augmented bya 
chamber and a lane in the Butchery, both in decay in 1527.5 
These additions to the original endowments cannot be docu- 
mented, but on the analogy of chantries elsewhere they probably 
represent private benefactions, with the grantor being remem- 
bered with the original founders in the endowed masses and 
obits.*° Topping up existing endowments in this way must have 
been a popular method of securing prayers without the major 
expense of founding a new chantry. 

In purely economic terms the Reformation must have been 
welcomed by the corporation. The dissolution of the chantries 
released them from the expensive obligation of providing obits 
and chantry priests at a loss.47 There was, moreover, no 
corresponding reduction in the amount of land held by the town, 
although this was evidently feared initially. The town concealed 
all its major chantry endowments from the second chantry 
commissioners.** In the event, however, the town retained most 
of the endowments and even acquired some additional land 
formerly held by local guilds.*? After the Reformation the town 
continued to receive land in trust for charitable purposes. Most 
of these later endowments, however, offered little monetary 
return to the town, with the corporation simply administering 
the revenues on behalf of the beneficiary. 

The town rentals provide a useful topographical supplement 
to the fee farm rentals. It was suggested above that the latter fail to 
give an accurate picture of housing density because they tend to 
ignore the subdivision of plots. The 1465 rental of town land

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contributes a number of examples. The former messuage of 
John Aldwick on High Street was occupied by six tenements. 
Gregg’s Monkgate property, itself a subdivision of one of the 
c.1445 properties, held four tenements. The corollary of this is 
that the men named in the medieval fee farm rentals are what 
contemporaries would have regarded as ‘the better sort’ 
(meliores), in other words the major property owners. The 
sixteenth-century fee farm rentals go a little further down the 
social scale with the inclusion of tenants, but the tenants 
named are men able to lease a whole tenement and, as their 
occupations show, are mainly members of the urban middle 
class. 

This is also the class which features in the town rentals. The 
building accounts in the chamberlains’ rolls suggest that the 
houses owned by the town were generally substantial, and 
surviving leases indicate that the tenants were accordingly 
well-to-do tradesmen or craftsmen. Neither the fee farms nor 
the town rentals, in other words, include the housing of the 
lower classes: the building workers whose names occupy such 
a large part of the building accounts, for instance. The housing 
of these classes always poses a problem in medieval urban 
history. The poor were usually subtenants or, in the case of 
the very poor, squatters. *° In either capacity they rarely feature 
in the records but their existence means that, in some quarters 
of the town at least, population density must have been very 
much higher than the town rentals, let alone the fee farm 
rentals, would suggest. 

If it is rarely possible to document the housing of the very 
poor, it is at least possible to go one stage lower down the 
scale than the houses which feature in the town rentals. Private 
rentals give a much clearer picture of the dense, small-scale 
housing which could be found in a medieval town and which 
probably provided accommodation for the majority of inhabi- 
tants; whether as tenants or subtenantss By far: the Dest 
collection of private rentals surviving for Hull relates to the de 
la Pole lands in the town. The family’s estates were forfeited to 
the crown in 1513 and subsequently granted by Henry VIII to 
Sir William Sidney. In 1538 the crown resumed them in 
exchange for other estates and the land remained in royal 
hands until the grant to Hull in 1552. The town seems to have

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sold much of the property almost immediately: little of the 
land can be traced in subsequent town rentals. Most of the 
extant documentation dates from the period of Sidney’s 
ownership, although a few medieval deeds and leases survive 
among the Charterhouse material.*' A volume of material 
relating to Sidney’s tenure, also among the Charterhouse 
collection, includes a copy of an inquisition taken in December 
1513, half-yearly rentals for the Pentecost terms of 1514 and 
1§16 and a full year’s rental for 1514-15.°* The most detailed 
account of the land, however, is provided by the survey made 
by William Beckwith in 1538, when the land returned to the 
crown. *? 

In both rental and survey the properties, as is usual, are 
located only by reference to street, so that where the de la 
Poles had held more than one plot in a given street it is rarely 
possible to assign the buildings to a specific site. But even with 
this limitation, the 1538 survey demonstrates the density of 
housing within the estate. This still varied within the town. 
On the western periphery the former de la Pole plots were 
subdivided only to a small extent and were more likely to be 
occupied by gardens and orchards than by buildings. Further 
east, however, the picture is very different. The sites in 
Marketgate were densely built over. As well as the manor 
house itself they held sixteen tenements, thirty-nine cottages, 
an inn and various stables and gardens. Most, if not all, of this 
building was probably as it existed in the fifteenth century. In 
1538 Hull was still experiencing economic problems and it is 
unlikely that Sidney had undertaken much new building 
during his occupation of the estate. Certainly one striking 
example of housing density in 1538 was medieval in origin. 
Grimsby Lane is an early example of a type of development 
which was to become much more common in the seventeenth 
century: the opening up of the area behind the street frontage 
by the creation of an entry or lane with tenements built along 
it. Grimsby Lane is not mentioned in the fee farm rentals as it 
lay entirely within one of the de la Pole ‘tenements’ towards 
the south end of Hull Street, but in the Poll Tax return of 1377

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it already housed seventeen families, comparable to the sixteen 
cottages which lined it in 1538.*4 

It is not only the density of housing revealed by Beckwith’s 
survey which suggests that it includes much lower-class hous- 
ing. The terminology of the survey also makes this clear. It 
distinguishes between ‘mansions’ (the great merchant houses), 
‘tenements’ and ‘cottages’. The latter distinction is a real one, 
which has been observed elsewhere, but it is one which never 
needs to be made in the town rentals. °° All the houses in the latter 
are large enough to be characterized as ‘tenements’, with the only 
other category of building being shops. In the rentals ‘shop’ is 
either aone up, one down building built explicitly asa shop, such 
as the buildings in the Butchery, or is the front part of a tenement 
occupied separately as a shop while the back remained a dwelling 
house. ‘Shop’ is never used as a synonym for a small house. 

Other private or semi-private sources give a picture of small, 
densely packed properties which correspond more closely to the 
pattern in Beckwith’s survey than to the town rentals. In 1548 the 
chantry of St James owned eleven tenements and one piece of 
land.*° The latter was evidently large, forit brought in 235 4d per 
annum, and almost certainly represents the chantry’s plot of land 
on Beverleygate which was still garden laterin the century.*’ The 
rest of the chantry’s endowment consisted of a maison dieu in 
Whitefriargate and a piece of land immediately south of Holy 
Trinity in Marketgate.** The maison dieu complicates matters, 
since there 1s no way of telling whether it occupied the whole site 
or shared it with some of the tenements. The first fee farm rental 
after the dissolution speaks of ‘divers tenements’ on the site, but 
even if this accounts for four or five tenements the density of 
building on the Marketgate plot was still considerable. Nor was 
this simply a sixteenth-century development. In 1548 the 
Ripplingham chantry held sixteen tenements and four gardens, 
spread over three properties. In the 1440s one of these properties 
already held five tenements and part of another was the site of 
eight shops. °*?

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This raises the question of how far this distinction between 
town and private rentals reflects the true state of affairs. The 
answer seems to be that the town rentals do accurately convey 
the number of buildings on each site and are not concealing 
small properties which changed hands as appendages of the 
main tenement. The Ripplingham rent mentioned above was a 
town endowment and the 1527 town rental gives a very 
similar picture to the 1548 list of chantry land. The Rippling- 
ham endowment was a late acquisition by the town and stands 
out from the other endowments by the number of tenements 
involved. Most, if not all, of this development had occurred 
before the town took over the property in 1508. The 
chamberlains’ rolls show that in the 1450s and 1460s the town 
was prepared to undertake further building on land given to it: 
it added two tenements on the site of Aldwick’s messuage, for 
instance.” But this policy did not survive the decline in rents. 
From the 1470s the town administered each endowment as it 
stood, without risking expenditure on increasing the number 
of tenements on each site. 

Any development after c.1470 was thus confined to pri- 
vately owned land. But the town rentals suggest that even 
before this date the town had not owned much lower-class 
housing. On the whole the land given to the town seems to 
have consisted of relatively small numbers of large properties 
rather than blocks of cottages. This inevitably determined the 
level. of rent required and hence the type of tenant. By 
comparison with other rentals the average town rent was 
high. In 1524 the guild of Corpus Christi was leasing ‘little 
houses’ for 2s, houses for between 4s and 8s.°! The rents closest 
to those of the town seem to have been those charged by the 
archbishop of York for his houses along Bishop Lane which in 
1434 were fetching between 7s and 78s 4d.° Significantly, the 
rent of the tenements in the Ripplingham endowment, which 
seem to have been denser and smaller than on other town sites, 
is at the bottom end of the range in 1527. In the middle ages 
town property in Hull was clearly at the upper end of the

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market: it was left to private landowners to provide housing 
for the lower classes.° 

The various forms of extant rental can thus be used to 
illustrate different aspects of Hull’s physical development. But 
the two types of rental printed here, the fee farm and the 
town rentals, have a wider significance than the narrowly 
topographical. The importance of the early fee farm rentals in 
tracing the initial setbacks experienced by Kingston upon Hull 
has already been indicated. Once a fee farm becomes fixed, 
however, as Hull’s did in 1331, it can no longer respond to 
economic changes, except in the crude form of non-payment 
caused by financial difficulties, and this was never an issue at 
Hull. From the mid-fourteenth century, therefore, town 
rentals, where they survive, offer a better indication of the 
town’s economic condition. From the mid-fifteenth century 
the steady drop in rents reflects the economic problems 
experienced by the port. At the same time, the fall in rents had 
an immediate impact on the prosperity of the corporation. By 
this date about half the town’s income derived from property 
rents and any drop in receipts rapidly affected the town’s 
solvency. 


This is demonstrated by the chamberlains’ account rolls, the 
second main category of material included in this volume. 
Two chamberlains were appointed each year to take responsi- 
bility for the town’s financial affairs. Any deficit had to be 
carried, at least temporarily, by the officers, who accordingly 
needed to be men of substance. The post was, predictably, not 
attractive and by the fifteenth century Hull, as elsewhere, had 
made service as chamberlain a prerequisite for appointment to 
higher civic office in an attempt to ensure a supply of men 
willing to take on the post. 

The first surviving Hull chamberlains’ account is that of 
1321-24, printed here, although from internal evidence this 
was not the first to be compiled. At this date Hull was still a

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royal town, under the control of the king’s keepers; the 
responsibility of the chamberlains, the two elder de la Pole 
brothers, was accordingly relatively narrow. Receipts, in 
particular, were more limited in their range than they were to 
become as the town gradually achieved independence, with 
the profits of trade and justice still going to the king. The main 
regular source of income under the town’s own control was 
the purchase of burgess rights. Property rents were still 
negligible, although they must already have been recognised 
as an important potential source of income. For major items of 
expenditure the chamberlains relied mainly on levying tal- 
lages. These remained a feature of medieval urban finance, 
being called upon, as here, to finance large ad hoc payments 
such as gifts to the king. However, the de la Poles managed to 
show a profit on most of their tallages, which presumably 
went towards general expenses, whereas fifteenth-century 
examples usually had to be topped up from other sources. 

If the sources of income were limited, the range of activities 
upon which the town spent its money was already well 
established. Many of the civic offices had not yet been 
instituted but Hull nevertheless had a substantial wage bill. 
Within the town it paid a chaplain and a common clerk, but 
almost half the total expenditure of fees was upon the town’s 
attorneys in the chancery and law courts. The use of salaried 
attorneys in the central government was common among both 
towns and individuals in the middle ages although Hull 
abandoned the practice in the fifteenth century in favour of 
reliance on more informal contacts. The town was also already 
giving gifts to influential outsiders, whether in return for 
specific services or for their general good will.%4 

The major item of expenditure in the 1321-24 account, 
however, was the fortification of the town, prompted prob- 
ably by the threat of Scottish invasion.°’ The income from 
murage proved insufficient to meet the building costs, to 
which should be added the compensation paid to those who 
lost land and the cost of securing the grant of murage in the 
first place. The latter accounted for well over a seventh of the 
income from murage and pavage. The town was left with a 
deficit of over £100, which suggests why medieval towns

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tended to shirk the maintenance and building of fortifications 
except in emergencies. The deficit was carried by the de la 
Poles, who were to be repaid in full at 20 marks per annum. 
Repayment would thus have taken about eight years. There 1s 
no way of knowing whether the debt was ever finally settled, 
but this sort of financial obligation helps to explain the 
growing ascendancy of the de la Poles in Hull. 

The 1321-24 account is a fortunate and rare survival. No 
other accounts survive until the 1350s when two rolls, 
apparently both drafts, are extant. There is then another long 
gap until 1394-95, after which rolls survive fairly regularly 
throughout the fifteenth century, increasing in frequency after 
the incorporation of Hull in 1440.° The account of 1464-65 
has been taken to represent these later rolls, primarily because 
it is complemented by the town rental of 1465. Its range of 
entries is, however, typical of the accounts of this period. By 
this date the town controlled virtually all its own activities and 
its increased sphere of competence is reflected in the increased 
size of the fifteenth-century rolls. Within the rolls the scope of 
corporation activity is shown not only in the much expanded 
receipts section but also by the group of salaried staff which 
the town had amassed to look after its affairs. 

The list is headed by the mayor and recorder, first appointed 
im: 1331 and. 1440. respectively. The recorder acted as the 
town’s main legal adviser and as such gradually superseded the 
other legal advisers formerly retained by the town. In 1440 the 
town had had three retained counsel, but by 1464-65 their 
number had fallen to one, John Wenslagh, a lawyer from 
Brandesburton with an extensive local practice.°? The recorder 
and legal counsel were essentially outsiders employed part- 
time by the town. Hull also employed a group of local men 
who seem to have given their services full-time. These were 
headed by the common clerk, an office already in existence in 
1321. By 1464-65 he had the support of four other officers: the 
mayor’s serjeant, the bearer of the sword, the bearer of the gilt 
mace and the common serjeant. The sword and mace bearers, 
added to the town’s staff after the grant of county status in

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1440, had ceremonial functions, but all four were used on 
town business. The two serjeants, in particular, travelled 
widely on the town’s behalf, although delicate negotiations 
were usually left to the common clerk, Richard Doughty. In 
addition to this salaried staff the town remained heavily 
dependent on the good will of its own burgesses. These not 
only acted as parliamentary representatives, for which they 
were paid, but acted as the town’s agents in a range of other 
business for no more than their expenses. Deputations to local 
magnates, for instance, usually included at least two burgesses 
as well as the mayor and common clerk. 

Fees, and the associated liveries of town servants, comprise 
the town’s largest single item of expenditure. The only type of 
expenditure to rival it was the town’s outlay on the mainte- 
nance of its buildings. In the fifteenth century the costs were 
usually detailed, with the wages and building materials spe- 
cified, and the result is a valuable series of accounts which 
cover a wide range of building. The town was responsible not 
only for the upkeep of its walls and streets but for numerous 
houses and shops and for the common staithes, all of which 
are represented in the 1464-65 account. So too are the town’s 
ships. At this date the town still ran the north and south ferries 
and was accordingly responsible for the repair of the boats. 
The accounts provide some useful clues as to medieval boat 
construction, although, as with the building accounts, the 
actual construction techniques can only be inferred from the 
materials used, a recurrent problem with medieval accounts. 

The second half of the fifteenth century is the high point of 
the series of chamberlains’ account rolls. With the town’s 
incorporation and grant of county status in 1440 the range of 
activities under immediate town control reached its medieval 
peak. For the next fifty years the accounts treat the resultant 
receipts and expenditure in detail, but by the end of the 
century it was becoming increasingly common to present each 
category of expenditure as a lump sum, without detailing its 
composition; this tendency becomes more marked in the 
succeeding century. The development is not perhaps surpris- 
ing when one considers the length of the mid-century rolls, 
but it diminishes the interest of the accounts. Not only does 
the topographical detail disappear but so does much of the 
financial detail itself. Receipts, in particular, become stereo- 
typed and although expenditure cannot be stereotyped to the

same extent it is no longer possible to see in detail how the 
town’s money was spent. 

Taken together, the surviving Hull manuscripts offer an 
unusually detailed picture of a medieval town. It is a comment 
on the richness and range of the documentation available that 
the limitations, as well as the strengths, of the different 
categories of material can be identified. Taken alone, for 
instance, it would be tempting to see the 1347 fee farm rental 
as an accurate list of the buildings in the medieval town. Deeds 
and other types of rental show that this is not so, but without 
the detailed measurements of the 1347 rental the other sources 
would be in turn much less informative. It would be idle to 
pretend that the material discussed here answers all the ques- 
tions one might seek to ask. It casts little light on the town’s 
trade and industry, for instance. But, these limitations admit- 
ted, the Hull material remains an unusually rich medieval 
archive, as the documents printed here suggest. 


A NOTE ON EDITORIAL PROCEDURE AND THE 
ORIGINAL DOCUMENTS 


All the documents printed here, except the town rentals, are 
translated from Latin. The spelling of proper names, 
including topographical features, has been retained and not 
italicized. Other vernacular words have been silently moder- 
nized as they appear in the complete Oxford English 
Dictionary. Words which do not so appear have been kept 
in their original spelling and italicized. 

In the case of the town rentals of 1465 and 1527-28 the 
texts have been printed as they stand, with contemporary 
spelling and punctuation. Any Latin words or phrases in the 
English texts have been translated and noted. Abbreviations 
have been silently extended, as far as possible in conformity 
with usage established elsewhere in the same text. 

Editorial additions and comments are enclosed in square 
brackets, as are marginal notes in the texts. 

Deletions in the manuscript are enclosed in round brack- 
ets without comment. Round brackets with an attached 
footnote are used to indicate interlinings, etc, as shown.

THE INQUISITIONS OF 1293 
PRO Exchequer T.R.Misc. E36/274 ff 210-211v 


The Wyke inquisition was made before Peter de Campania and 
William de St Quintin on 3 January 1293, shortly before the grant 
of Wyke to the king. The findings of the jurors are abstracted 
below: 


(f 210v) 

The abbot and convent of Meaux hold the whole town of 
Wyke of Sir John de Meaux, except 9/2 acres which they hold 
of Sir Gerard de Furnival, of the fee of Sir William de Vescy; 
and both parts are held in pure and perpetual alms. Their 
holding excludes six tofts which Sir William de Aton holds of 
de Vescy in le Wyke by knight service.

The abbot and convent of Meaux hold ten bovates of land in 
Myton each valued, with the meadow, pasture, sheepcotes 
and cottages pertaining to it, at 30s p.a. 
They have also one sheepcote called Humbrecote with 
13 acres of land adjoining valued at 30s p.a. 
They have 8 acres of pasture in Suthwick, each acre valued at 
BS pad. 
They have in Milnewik a certain strip of arable land containing 
2242 acres of land, each of which is valued at 4s p.a. 
They have also a windmill with two selions of land adjoining 
which Geoffrey Bernard holds in fee to him and his heirs for 
14s p.a. 
They also hold another windmill valued at 30s p.a. 

Total of this extent £24 8s. 


Concerning the holdings of Sir William de Aton in the towns 
of Myton and Wyke on Hull they say that Sir William holds 
one messuage in demesne in Wyke [etc as in the Wyke 
inquisition]. The said Sir William has in the vill of Myton 22s 
of annual rent; 7 bovates of arable land, of which each, with 
the meadow, pasture, sheepcotes and tofts pertaining to it, 1s 
valued at 30s p.a.; and 10 acres of meadow, each valued at 2s

THE LETTINGS OF RICHARD OYSEL, 1305-08 
PRO Special Collections, Rentals and Surveys, SC11/743 


The introductory preamble and the first lease, to Richard de Gretford, 
are printed in full; the remainder of the leases are abstracted and the 
mainpernors omitted. 


The lord king has commanded Richard Oysel by his writ in 
these words: Edward, by the grace of God king of England, 
lord of Ireland and duke of Aquitaine, to his beloved 
Richard Oysel, his bailiff of Holderness, greeting. Since it is 
brought to our notice that we have certain empty plots and 
waste lands at Kingston upon Hull, Barton on Humber, 
Paulfleet, Hedon, Sproatley and Withernsea and elsewhere 
within your bailiwick which could be leased and built on to 
our profit and benefit, we order you, fully trusting in your 
loyalty, that those plots and lands be leased as you think fit 
in our name to persons willing to build on them and live 
there, or otherwise improve them, for a certain rent to be 
paid annually to us at our exchequer by the hands of our 
bailiffs in those parts for the time being, to our benefit and 
advantage, to be held by them and their heirs or otherwise 
of us and our heirs for the aforesaid rent. And when you 
have renewed the leases you are to list the lands and plots 
and the rents individually under your seal for the Treasurer 
and Barons of our exchequer so that they may enrol the rent 
in the rolls of the exchequer. Witnessed by myself at 
Dunfermline on 15 February in the 32nd year of our reign 
[1304]. By the authority of which order the aforesaid 
Richard Oysel leased various empty plots and lands in his 
bailiwick to various people as follows, to hold to them and 
their heirs of the lord king and his heirs by the payment of 
the below written rent at equal portions at the terms of St 
Martin and Pentecost. And each person to whom a plot or 
land was granted found two mainpernots as is contained 
below.

The rental is badly faded and the dating clause is lost. It is clearly 
later than the rental of 1309-10 and earlier than 1317, since it takes 
no account of the leasings made by Alexander de Cave and Robert 
de Sandal in that year. Unlike other rentals of this period it is 
arranged by street and was perhaps intended as a survey of vacant 
plots. The most likely date for its compilation is around 1315 when 
John de Insula was appointed to inquire into the uncollected rents 
in Hull. De Insula’s inquisition deals only with the rents which 
were giving difficulty but may well be related to this more general 
survey of the town. 

Unless otherwise stated each entry represents one plot. Empty plots 
are marked with an asterisk (*) and in such cases the name recorded 
is that of the last owner.

Kingston upon Hull City Record Office, BRE 1 p 141 


This inquisition was taken on the same day and before the same 
commissioners as the Hull inquisition printed in the body of the 
text. It has been included as an example of the activities of the 
royal keepers. 


The inquisition made there upon the same day before the same 
Henry, Adam and Geoffrey by Adam Dilward and other 
jurors concerning the state of the manor of Myton. They say 
on their oath that in the manor of Myton there was a certain 
sheep fold called Humbercote provided for the stock of that 
manor, which was demolished by Robert de Sandale, lately 
the keeper there, which the said Robert did of his own will, 
and they say that the building was worth £20. 

Item, they say that there was another sheep fold there, in 
which there was a chamber provided for the shepherd, which 
was demolished in the time of the same Robert to a loss to the 
king of one mark. 

Item, they say that the banks of the Humber have deterio- 
rated in the time of Robert de Hastang, the present keeper, 
through lack of repair and strengthening against the flooding 
of the river Humber, by which decay the lord king has lost 
each year in the time of the same Robert ten marks, and thus 
forty marks over four years, because of the various floods of 
the river Humber. And they say that all those losses arose 
from the lack of repairs which the said Robert should have 
undertaken there during his term of office, so that where the 
aforesaid banks could once have been strengthened and 
protected for sos, if by consulting them it had been done at the 
right time, it will now cost £10. 

Item, they say that Alan de St Clare held one messuage in 
Lylestrete, paying 7s for it, and because Alan stopped paying 
the aforesaid rent the aforesaid Robert de Hastang caused it to 
be seized into the king’s hands by Geoffrey son of Hugh, his 
bailiff, and while it was in the king’s hands Thomas de 
Stocland, a servant of Robert, on Robert’s orders unroofed the 
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houses on the messuage in the 13th year of the reign, and sold 
three thousand tiles from them for Ios. 

Item, they say that there was in that place a certain cote 
called Topcote which Robert de Sandale caused to be demo- 
lished by his servant John de Laxton, and he sold the timber 
from it for Ios.

NOTES TO THE TEXT 


' Recte Hervy de Staunton: PRO SC11/746. 


* The date of the leasings by de Cave and de Sandal given here (1317) is considerably 
later than the only extant writ authorising their appointment. This was issued in 
May 1313, shortly after de Sandal was made keeper, and authorised them and 
William de Houk to survey and lease empty plots in the town: Calendar of Fine 
Rolls 1307-19 pp 162, 173. There is no other indication that this commission was 
carried out. The later date for the leasings must be the correct one, since the 
leasings by de Cave and de Sandal were clearly still in force in 1320, whereas had 
they been made in 1313 the evidence of de Insula’s enquiry of 1315 shows that 
many of the plots were then vacant again.

For the increment referred to 
here see p 144.

For de Insula’s inquisition see the Introduction p § above. Touching Ivo de 
Cottingham’s messuage the jurors found that de Cottingham held a plot beside the 
river Hull on which he had built a house. He then gave part of the house to Robert 
de Paghel for life at a rent of 20s p.a. For twenty years since the death of Ivo the 
bailiffs of the town had collected this 20s for the king from Ralph, Ivo’s son and 
heir PRO SCit/745, mi 5. 


For de Campania’s lettings in Milnecroft see Appendix II. Milnecroft lay on the 
north-west side of Wyke and part of it was already regarded as lying within the vill 
when Edward I acquired Wyke in 1293. The Carmelite friary site which was later 
thought to be part of Milnecroft was one of the plots listed in de Campania’s 
valuation of 1293, when it was held by William de Newland. Edward I, however, 
added more of Milnecroft to the town and as a result the 22'% acres in Milnecroft, 
regarded as part of Myton in the inquisition of January 1293, were treated as part 
of Wyke in the rental of the following March, although by no means all this area 
was finally enclosed by the town walls.

‘Les Hales’ was the area to the west and south of Holy Trinity which had been set 
aside for a market. The area was apparently never used as such and throughout the 
Middle Ages the market was centred at the east end of the church. In 1302 Edward 
I gave part of les Hales to the church to extend the churchyard: KHRO D 3. A few 
years later the rest of the site was leased out by Richard Oysel: see Appendix III.

Marketgate was extended in 1297 to provide access to the house built in that year 
for the royal keeper of the town on the site later known as the Pole manor (see note 
37). This extension took the road from its junction with Aldgate, its limit in 1293, 
up to the line of Bishopgate. By the time of the 1347 rental the road continued 
beyond Bishopgate to the northern boundary of the town. This final stretch 
probably developed naturally along the moated boundary of the new building and 
it remained unimportant until the late fifteenth century, with none of the medieval 
plots fronting onto it. 


* This plot, lying on the western corner of the modern Blanket Row and Finkle 


Street, was still known as Somerset Hall in 1339, although by that date it had been 
split into three properties: KHRO BRE 1 pp 6-7. 


° The grant of this property from Gildensdale to William de Appleby, merchant of 
York, in 1299 is among the Lansdowne Collection in the British Library. The plot 
was then said to lie in Wyke croft between the land of Thomas Tunnock on the 
east and James Quarel on the west, and between North Lane on the north and the 
common way from Kingston to Myton on the south. This provides additional 
evidence that the original way to Myton was not the later Mytongate but Aldgate. 
‘North Lane’ is the modern Bowlalley Lane which probably developed as back 
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access for the properties on the north side of Aldgate: BL Lansdowne MS 464. 
I am indebted to Mr Colin Wilson for this reference. 

Edward of York was keeper from October 1311 to January 1312: CFR 1307-19 
pp 104, 123. 

The ferry from Hull to Barton was established in August 1315: J. R. Boyle, 
Charters and Letters Patent granted to Kingston upon Hull p 8. 


* For additional details of the plots leased by Oysel see Appendix III. 


Adam de Middleton was the successor of Edward of York as keeper and was 
associated with him in the complaint to the king that they could no longer levy 
all the rents in the town. He served from January 1312 to February 1313: CFR 
1307-10 pp 123, 162. 

Robert de Hastang was keeper of the town for two months in 1311 and from 
May 1316 to 1331, although he did not exercise the office in person after 1326, 
when Richard de la Pole was given custody of the town due to Hastang’s ill 
health and neglect of his duties: CFR 1307-19 pp 100, 278; VCH p 29. The 
Myton inguisition of 1320, printed as Appendix VI, suggests that criticism of 
Hastang was gathering force six years before de la Pole’s appointment. 


On 27 July 1321 the burgesses were granted a royal licence to strengthen their 
town with ditches and a wall of stone and lime, and to crenellate the wall: CPR 
1321-24 p 7. The king acted on the information of Master Robert Baldock, 
who received gifts of wine from Hull for his services. 


The town was not granted the custody of weights and measures, with 
consequent freedom from the supervision of the royal clerk of the market, until 
the charter of 1382: VCH p 29. This tallage, like many of the others, raised 
more than the town spent, as is shown by the figures in the second part of the 
account. 


Edward II secured a grant of a lay tenth and sixth to finance his war with 
Scotland from the parliament which met at York in November 1322. 


In September 1317 the town had been granted pavage on all merchandise 
brought into the town for seven years, the collector to be appointed by the 
bailiffs and Robert de Hastang the keeper. The king stipulated that the 
collector's accounts should be audited by de Hastang and John de Sutton, the 
king having heard that the proceeds of such pavage had been misappropriated: 
CPR 1317-21 pp 32, 88. Murage was granted for five years in August 1321: 
ibid p 10. 

There is extant a detailed pavage and murage account for 1361-62 (KHRO 
M 4). The collector, John de Middleton, also accounted for cranage and for 
money gathered for work on Holy Trinity. The total, £48 9s 62d, was raised 
on 679 sacks of wool, 8,326 wool fells, 163 cloths, 4,011 sarplars and 148 
packets of wool, and 75 quarters of woad, plus unspecified merchandise. The 
sums were levied on imports and exports by both denizens and aliens. The 
account confirms royal suspicions of misappropriation, £28 of the total being 
spent on other town business, including the mayor’s salary for the year. 


This property, at the south end of Hull Street, was granted to the burgesses 
and commonalty on 3 September 1319. It consisted of a capital messuage, six 
shops, two staithes and associated land: KHRO BRE 1 pp 29, 177-8. 


None of the detailed lists of income and expenditure referred to in the account 
are extant. 


The exact implication of this entry is unclear. It is perhaps a reference to the 
practice of collecting alms towards major works. In June 1322 Robert de 
Heycroft, warden of the work on the bridge and causey of Hull, was granted a 
protection for one year while soliciting alms for the work in Yorkshire and 
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Lincolnshire: CPR 1321-24 p 134. Similar appeals may have been made for other 
purposes. 


Fossatum 1s used here both of the town ditch and the bank thrown up beside it. As 
it is not always clear from the context which is meant the Latin term has been 
retained. 


Bret’s plot is shown by the 1320 inquisition to have been on Champagne Street. 
As originally laid out this road ran down to the Humber, but its southern end was 
cut off south of Mytongate by the curve of the fortifications, as can still be seen in 
Hollar’s plan of the town in the 1640s. 


The tilery at this date seems to have occupied the area immediately outside the 
fortifications between Monkgate and the Humber. The site was owned by the 
commonalty in 1347, when they paid a fee farm of 16s 4d. This represents the fee 
farm of 13s 4d referred to here, plus 3s for the extra plot of land which the town 
purchased for a tilery from Alice de Gisburgh. The purchase of the additional plot 
is mentioned at the end of the chamberlains’ roll and is also recorded in KHRO 
BRE 1 p 139, where the land 1s said to lie outside the town ditch and next to the 
Humber. For the later site of the tilery see note 78. 


* Robert del Ker may have been the chaplain serving Holy Trinity, a chapel of ease 


of Hessle. The chantry later associated with the stipend of the church was the 
chantry of St Mary, although this was traditionally founded by Geoffrey de 
Hanby later in the fourteenth centry (see note 143). Hanby’s foundation may have 
been intended to relieve the town from the necessity of paying a salary to a 
resident chaplain. 


Allerton’s houses are those described elsewhere as late of Thurstan le Taillor (see 
note 19). Allerton owned the property in 1316. 


Brough (Burgh) is the point at which a belt of Jurassic limestone reaches the 
Humber. This is the only building stone locally available in the East Riding and 
from Brough could be readily shipped down river to Hull. Similarly, further east, 
at Hessle, the chalk of the Yorkshire Wolds could be quarried and then transported 
by river, to be used primarily for foundations. 


This subsidiary fossatum 1s perhaps the ditch which in the fifteenth century ran 
north from the town towards the Charterhouse. If so, it left the line of the main 
fortifications at a point approximately midway between High Street and Lowgate: 
KHRO BRA (D385). 


The fossatum between the plots of Richard de la Pole and Alexander Coke 1s 
probably the common sewer at the north end of High Street mentioned in 1347: 
see above p 62. 


The Hauldhull is the old Hull, the former course of the river Hull. The river’s 
course was changed round about 1200, when the monks of Meaux were draining 
and settling the area. The old river lay to the west of the medieval town and 
formed the effective western boundary of the land which Edward I acquired from 
Meaux. It was later known as Limekiln Drain: J. Sheahan, History of the Town and 
Port of Kingston upon Hull (2nd ed, Beverley 1866) p 46. In the fifteenth century the 
land to the west of Hull was sometimes called, misleadingly, Aldhull as e.g. in 
Borthwick Institute, Prob. Reg. 2 f 362v. The stonebridge was the point at which 
Aldgate crossed the old Hull. 


For a discussion of what type of fortification is implied here see VCH pp 412-13. 


The fee of Aton consisted of the land held by Sir William de Aton in 1293. It was 
included in the inquisitions of that year, which implies that the king intended to 
acquire it, but he never in fact did so. By 1347 all the Aton fee except the land on 
the north side of Bishop Lane, held by the archbishop of York, was in the hands of 
the de la Poles. 
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33 Richard’s tather, Hugh Taverner, had acquired this property from William de 
Gastryk at some date before 1336: KHRO D 38. The Gastryks were a leading 
Barton upon Humber family of the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries: R. Brown, 
Notes on the Earlier History of Barton-on-Humber (2 vols, 1906-08) Il pp 181-7. 
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The king’s staith was built during the keepership of Richard Oysel: VCH p 19. 
Oysel apparently kept part of the adjoining land and the chamber above the staith 
for himself if, as seems likely, the Roger Oysel holding them in 1347 was a 
relative. 

* A rent of 13s 4d had been granted from this property to the town by Richard de 
Hothom in December 1338 towards the fee farm rent of 16s 8d due from a 
messuage in Marketgate which his father Geoffrey had granted to the Augustinian 
friars in 1317: KHRO BRE 2 f 56-s6v. The Pogge property may have been 
charged with the rent rather earlier than this grant suggests since Geoffrey de 
Hothom himself held the High Street land in 1317 and may well have charged the 
13s 4d on the property at the time of his original grant to the Augustinians. See 
also note 39 below. 


Robert de Kirkton had purchased this land from the town on Ito June 1347 at an 
annual rent of 6s 8d: KHRO D 78, enrolled BRE 1 p 195. In October he purchased 
two further town messuages in the area, at a rent of Ios: ibid p 194. There is no 
record of Hastings’ acquisition of his land but it is presumably the tenement which 
he sold to John de Dymelton in 1369 and which was then described as ‘le Towre 
apud the Forland’: ibid p 234. 


The Pole manor, as this property was usually known, almost certainly occupied 
the site of the house built for Edward I’s keeper of Hull in 1296-97. The strips of 
fee of Aton property running through the site strongly suggest that before this 
date the plots on the west side of High Street north of the Bishop Lane junction 
continued westwards over the line of the modern Lowgate and into the manor site 
itself. This is supported by the will of Nicholas Putfra which shows that in 1337 
his land, part of the fee of Aton, stretched from the river Hull westward across 
High Street and across the line of Marketgate. By this date Putfra was treating his 
Marketgate plot as a separate holding but it had evidently once formed part of his 
High Street land: KHRO BRE 1 p 96. The manor site passed to William de la Pole 
in 1334 when the de la Pole possessions in Hull and Myton were divided between 
him and his brother Richard. 

The fullest description of the manor house itself is to be found in a survey of 
1538: KHRO BRP (M 112). This suggests that it had not changed very greatly 
from 1388, when it was seized by the crown following the impeachment of 
Michael de la Pole, earl of Suffolk: Calendar of Inquisitions Miscellaneous V pp 67 et 
seq. By the sixteenth century, and probably much earlier, the manor house shared 
the site with numerous houses and cottages leased out by the de la Poles. While the 
land was in the king’s hands in 1543 a number of these houses were demolished to 
make way for an extension to the manor house itself: KHRO BRD (D 943A). The 
drawing of the manor house among the Cottonian manuscripts in the British 
Library, reproduced in VCH facing p $4, probably relates to this rebuilding. 


This tenement does not have its own entry in the rental because its rent of 285 6d 
was included in the rent paid by John de Barton’s High Street property. 


9 John de Wilflete’s grant of this rent was recorded in 1338, although it may have 


been made earlier (compare note 35 above): KHRO BRE 2 ff 56-7. 


4° This fee is unidentified; there is nothing in the records of Edward I’s acquisition of 
Wyke to suggest why he failed to obtain this property.

The Lichfield entry is contradicted by that for the property of John de 
Theddlethorpe on Lisle Street. The Hale Street rental states that Lichfield’s 
property extended westward to the modern Sewer Lane. Under Lisle Street, 
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however, Theddlethorpe’s plot is said to occupy the whole eastern side of Sewer 
Lane. The Hale Street rental is supported by a deed of 1343 which shows that by 
this date the eastern side of Sewer Lane was in various hands, including those of 
Lichfield: KHRO D 59. It is likely that the eastern side of the street had originally 
been occupied by one plot but had been later divided, and that Theddlethorpe, 
although answering for the rent, held only the northern part of the property, on 
the Sewer Lane/Mytongate corner. 


> The 12d rent for this lane was paid to the town rather than to the king, as the next 


entry shows. In 1359 the town sold the lane, for the same quitrent, to Robert 
Boson, who is perhaps the Robert de Torksey who owned it in 1384: KHRO 
BRD 5, 7. By 1465 the lane had been enclosed and was treated as part of the 
property to the north, for which see note 113. The property’s usefulness as a lane 
must have been curtailed long before this, when the walling of the town in the 
1320s blocked its egress to Milk Street. 


Contrary to the impression given by this entry, Critlington and his tenants did not 
hold all the land bounded by the four named streets. There were at least three 
independent properties along the south side of Posterngate, those of Couper, 
Flynton and Bumble mentioned in the Kirk Lane section of the rental. 


Richard de Gretford bequeathed a messuage between the churchyard and Lisle 
Street to Robert de Marton, vicar of Hessle, and to his successors as chaplains of 
Hull in 1328: KHRO BRE 1 pp 12-14. The will does not specify the eastern and 
western boundaries of the messuage and although the 1347 rental implies that the 
vicar’s plot occupied the whole area between Scole Lane and Bedford Lane it is 
clear from other sources that the vicar only held the western part of the site: R. 
Horrox, The Changing Plan of Hull (Hull, 1978) pp 107-11. 

Scole Lane disappeared as a public thoroughfare within the next fifty years. It 
was sold by the town to the vicar of Holy Trinity in 1357 for an annual rent of 2s 
and was subsequently enclosed: KHRO BRD 4. The ‘tenement in Scollane’ which 
the vicar leased from the town for 2s in 1465 probably represents the earlier rent 
for the lane itself, see above p 119. 


‘> The rent for this tenement was paid by the property to the east, on the corner of 


High Street and Scale Lane. By 1445 however the tenement was answering for its 
own share of the rent. 


By this date the incoming chamberlains were expected to pay any money owing to 
their immediate predecessors and the sum was then allowed against their own 
account. 


The rental referred to here is not that preserved in the Hull records for 1465 (which 
is printed above and which makes some allowance for decayed rents) but a 
notional rental of the original sum due from each property. To arrive at the real 
income from town properties the decayed rents listed in the second part of the 
account must be subtracted from the sums recorded under receipts. 


The wool house, or weigh house, stood to the south of Chapel Lane staith, within 
the fee of Aton. The town acquired two plots of land for the site, for which they 
paid rent to the de la Poles, who had acquired the Aton fee, and to the Birkins and 
their successors, the Crosse family. In 1395 Robert de Crosse bequeathed the rent 
to his son William: KHRO D 179. 


The annual lists of new burgesses were kept in the volume now known as Bench 
Book 1. The 1464-6s list is printed as Appendix VIII above. 


The Butcroft lay to the west of the town, outside Hessle gate. 


The ferry service between Hull and Barrow and Hull and Goxhill was in existence 
by the beginning of the fifteenth century. It was distinct from the Barton ferry (for 
which see note 11) which by this date was known as the south ferry. The north 
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ferry, which also features in the account, was the service across the river Hull 
outside the north gate of the town. 


It is not clear to what the term ‘new charter’ refers, unless to the general inspeximus 
of July 1462: Calendar of Patent Rolls 1461-67 p 237. 


The common beam was the weighing device where aliens were expected to pay to 
have their goods weighed. 


On 26 October 1463 Edward IV had granted the burgesses the right to ship goods 
(except wool and wool fells) on which the custom would amount to £40 p.a. free 
each year for ten years: CPR 1461-67 p 289. In effect this was an annuity of £40 
p.a. payable from the customs in the port. 


Hull became a county in 1440. It could therefore regard its parliamentary 
representatives as knights of the shire, although elsewhere in the account they are 
given the more usual title of parliamentary burgesses. 


The ordinance of 1464-65 set out charges for ships using the haven, whether or 
not they landed goods there. The money, together with a levy on beer sales, was 
to finance work on the haven and jetties: VCH p 49. 


The lump sum of £9 4s 8d apparently represents the fee farm payable by the town 
as it stood in the mid fifteenth century, with later additions to the town’s land 
listed separately. The sum is, however, much higher than the total fee farm from 
the land listed in c.1445 as belonging to the town and its composition cannot be 
reconstructed in detail although it probably includes the fee farm ‘lost’ between the 
rental of 1347 and ¢.144S. 


For the Gregg endowment see note 106. The 8s fee farm was payable on the land 
on Marketgate immediately north of Holy Trinity, which formed part of the 
endowment of Gregg’s maison dieu. 


The Waghen rent was acquired by the town in the spring of 1445, when the fee 
farm was paid by the chamberlains for the first time: KHRO BRF 2/361. It 
apparently took its name from a Thomas Waghen, described as its late owner in 
1415, but there is no record of how the town came to acquire it. It is not clear 
whether it formed part of the same endowment as rent from land at the western 
end of Mytongate, which was also known as the Waghen rent by the early 
sixteenth century. In the c.1445 rental the Mytongate land was said to be owned by 
Thomas Waghen; and in 1465 Jenet Waghen, perhaps Thomas’s widow, was 
paying 2s 6d to the town for the land: see above p 119. 


Aldwick’s house was one of the greatest of the merchant houses of medieval Hull. 
At his death in 1448 the property, which then consisted of a capital messuage and 
three tenements, passed to the town to endow the Aldwick chantry at the altar of 
St James in St Mary’s church. The town also undertook to erect a chamber and 
hospice at the Marketgate end of the land to serve as a hospital: KHRO BRA 87 
(D 361-2). In 1455 the town erected two new houses on the site, bringing the total 
to six: KHRO BRF 2/367. By the early sixteenth century the capital messuage was 
in use as a Cloth Hall and remained in use as such throughout the century. By the 
beginning of the next century, however, the house was known as the George Inn 
and only one room on the High Street frontage was used as a Cloth Hall. 

The hospital on the Marketgate frontage was almost certainly the site of the 
hospital founded by William Gee at the end of the sixteenth century, although 
there is apparently no record of his acquisition of the property. 


Humbleton’s tenement was half the endowment of the John Tutbury chantry at 
the altar of Corpus Christi in Holy Trinity. The endowment consisted of two 
messuages in High Street granted to the mayor and burgesses by Tutbury’s 
executors in May 1453. Humbleton’s property occupied the High Street end of a 
long plot stretching back to Marketgate. The Marketgate frontage was the site of 
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the White Horse, which can be located on nineteenth-century maps of Hull. The 
other Tutbury property is mentioned at the end of this section of the account and 
lay immediately south of Bishop Lane staith. It has been erroneously identified 
with the house called “‘Leyons’, which was in fact its neighbour on the south. The 
town sold both Tutbury properties in c.1550: KHRO BRA 6; BRE 2 f 137Vv; 
BRN 28; BREF s/1. 


The Bedford rent consisted of property conveyed to the mayor and burgesses in 
May 1455 by Bedford’s widow and son to endow the chantry of John Bedford at 
the altar of St James in Holy Trinity. The land lay on the corner of High Street and 
Scale Lane, in Finkle Street and in Denton Lane (now Bowlalley Lane). The latter 
was the northern half of a de la Pole holding fronting Silver Street and the town 
accordingly paid the duke of Suffolk rent for the property. 


This rent was paid to the de la Poles as the successors of the de Atons. The 
tenement lay on the north side of Chapel Lane, within the Aton fee. It had been 
given to the town in 1330 by Agnes, widow of Henry le Taverner: KHRO BRE 1 
Pp 183-4. 

This rent was due for town land on the north side of Church Lane. All the land on 
that side of the street had been held by William Graa, or Grey, in 1320 and the 
family retained a financial interest in it. The town initially paid the rent to Thomas 
Graa and by 1452 were paying it to Richard Anson: KHRO BREF 2/343, 366. 
Anson died at the battle of Wakefield and the lady Grey mentioned here is 
probably his widow. In 1500 Anson’s heir, another Richard, released the rent to 
the mayor and burgesses: KHRO BRA 85 (D 487). 


> Robert Holme, who died in 1450, left £100 to the town for making a conduit to 


carry fresh water into Hull. The lead was dug up and sold in 1461 and two years 
later the town founded an obit for him in St Mary’s in recompense: Testamenta 
Eboracensia HI p 182n; VCH p 371; KHRO BRA 87 (M 4sD). 


The chamberlains’ roll of 1394-95 first mentions a fee to the keeper of the clock. 
By the time of the next surviving roll, 1406-07, fees were being paid to the keepers 
of both clocks. In 1436 John Clockmaker of Beverley was paid 12s for repairs to 
the Holy Trinity clock: KHRO BREF 2/343, 344, 355. 


It was the usual practice of medieval towns to make gifts of wine to influential 
local figures. Sir Robert Constable was head of the Constables of Flamborough. 
John Barnby was of Halsham, an associate of the Constables of Burton Constable. 
Nicholas Portington was of Anlaby, the fifth son of John Portington the judge. 
The earls of Northumberland owned a house in Hull near the east end of Chapel 
Lane. It was set back behind other property on the south of the street and is known 
only from references in the deeds of adjoining land: KHRO BRA 88;, BRE 2 
f 103. The earl and countess at this date, during the forfeiture of the Percies, were 
John Neville and his wife Isabel Ingoldsthorpe. 

Drypool lay to the east of the town, on the opposite bank of the Hull. 


The custom house occupied the first floor of the wool house: see also note 92 
below. 

This is not the so-called Elward’s or Helleward’s Place, for which see note 93, but 
one of the tenements which made up the Aldwick rent. 


The pewterer was William White, one of the tenants of Elward’s Place. This and 
subsequent town houses may be identified by comparison with the 1465 rental. 


3 The Busdyke, outside Beverley gate, connected Derringham Dike, which carried 


the town’s fresh water supply from Anlaby, to the town ditch. Fresh water was 
always a problem in Hull since the low land level meant that any wells in the town 
were saline. The water was carried into the town by the ‘busmen’. An attempt to 
pipe the water down Whitefriargate was made in the 1450s but was of short 
duration: VCH p 371. 
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The spring which supplied Hull’s water was Julian well, in Anlaby. 


The Ropery lay just inside the town walls along the Humber and is one of the few 
areas in the medieval town which can be associated with a specific trade. In 
Leland’s words: ‘And because that the waul from Hasilgate to this postern [giving 
access to the foreshore] lyith strait as a lyne, ther is much gabylle making and 
wynding of hempe for smaul cordes’: The Itinerary ed Lucy Toulmin Smith (5 
vols, 1907-10) I p 49. ‘Hasilgate’ is Hesslegate, at the end of Blackfriargate. 


‘Hundelgote’ was part of Julian dyke, an alternative name for Derringham Dike 
which brought Hull’s fresh water supply from Anlaby (compare notes 73-74 
above): Edward Gillett and K. A. MacMahon, A History of Hull (Hull, 1980) p 44. 


Perhaps an indication that the town boundaries were walked at Rogationtide. 


The Tilery lay outside the postern at the end of Kirk Lane, the modern 
Posterngate. This is further north than the tilery mentioned in the 1321-24 
accounts and the move probably occurred in 1356, when a new tilery was under 
construction: VCH p $7. By the fifteenth century the industry was in decline and 
the town was importing much of its brick from Beverley. By 1465 the site was 
leased for pasture, with part used as a rubbish dump. The latter use became more 
prominent after 1559 when the postern gate was opened and a bridge made over 
the moat so that butchers and glovers could carry their offal into the Tilery rather 
than dumping it on the foreshore: KHRO BB 4 f 22. 


The Cartus is the Courthouse or Courthall: 1.e. the de la Pole mansion at the north 
end of Marketgate (see note 37 above). The posterngate at the end of Marketgate, 
beside the house, had been blocked ¢.1460 and was now reopened for the 
convenience of the duke of Suffolk, who paid for the materials used while the 
town provided the labour. 


The Horsestaith was at the south end of High Street. 


The Trippet was the land to the north of the town, between the town walls and the 
Charterhouse. The town’s claim to various rights in the land was the cause of a 
long standing dispute between the priory and the Corporation which was only 
resolved in 1514, when the prior leased the land to the town for £4. At the 
Dissolution the land was seized by the crown and passed through various hands 
until the reign of James I, when the town petitioned for its return at the farm of £4 
and secured it from William Angell, the holder: KHRO BRA 5; VCH pp 79-81. 


> This is not the Pole Street within the town, now Salthouse Lane, but a road 


running from the north walls of the town to the Charterhouse. Associated with it 
was North Pole Street which ran east/west from Pole Street to the bank of the 
river Hull, crossing High Street outside the north gate of the town: KHRO BRA 5 
(D 385). 


3. In 1450 Worlaby’s garden was included in a settlement between the town and the 


Charterhouse. It was then adjudged to be the property of the town and was 
described as a void place which the prior occupied by his farmer John Worlaby. It 
was enclosed with a little pale and was bounded by North Pole Street (S), Hull 
Street (W) and the river (E): KHRO BRA 5 (D 3835). 


Hull Grammar School usually dates its foundation from the establishment of the 
chantry of John Alcock in Holy Trinity in 1479, which stipulated that the chantry 
priest should teach grammar in the town. But there was a school in the town much 
earlier, probably by 1320 when a School Lane and Street are mentioned. From the 
1430s references to the school house and schoolmaster become frequent: J. 
Lawson, A Town Grammar School through Six Centuries (Hull, 1963). 


* The council chamber spanned Marketgate at first floor level, just south of the 


junction with Mytongate. The gaol tower stood at the western end of the range, 
on the Mytongate corner. A new council house was built in the 1630s at the 
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south-eastern corner of the range, incorporating the old council chamber and its 
arch: KHRO BB 5 pp 313-14. The whole complex was removed in the late 
eighteenth century, when Marketgate was widened, but some idea of. its 
appearance is provided by the undated drawings reproduced as plates vii and viii in 
T. Tindall Wildridge, Old and New Hull (Hull, 1884). The arrangement of shops 
under the council chamber was perhaps similar to that which still survives under 
the Stonebow in Lincoln. 


The pillory stood in the market place. As the 1465 rental indicates, the lease was 
not of the pillory itself but of a shop under it. 


The pinfold stood at the east end of Mytongate, near the gaol. By 1527 it was 
paying nothing to the town and in the seventeenth century was taken for other 
uses. In 1663 a house was built on part of the site and in 1680 the remaining land 
was used for a new guardhouse: KHRO BRN 336; BRF 2/46. 


The Dings were a row of shops with chambers above them which stood at the east 
end of Holy Trinity church. In 1365 it was ordered that drapers’ shops should only 
be in the Dings. In 1465 this order was re-enacted and three of the shops were 
leased to four drapers: KHRO BRE 1 p 161; BB 3A f 104v. The area’s association 
with the cloth trade persisted into the seventeenth century, when many of the 
tenants in the Dings and the Marketgate properties just north of them were tailors 
or drapers. There is a picture of the Dings at a later stage in their history in G. 
Hadley, A New and Complete History . . . of Kingston upon Hull (Hull, 1788) facing 
P 759. 

Doughty enjoyed rent-free accommodation as common clerk of the town. 


See note 96 below. 


The Vessy land is described in the sixteenth century as a garden at Salthouse Lane 
end. Other references imply that it stood between High Street and the river, 
presumably opposite the end of the lane, with the house to which it belonged on 
its north: KHRO BREF 2/2 et seq; BRE 2 f 222v. Lord Vessy is Henry Bromflete, 
lord Vesci (d. 1469). 


> This property could also be described, in 1453, as a chamber under the custom 


house: KHRO BRN 8A. 


In 1472 this salthouse and the chamber over it were leased to Ralph Langton, 
merchant, for 50 years at 6s 8d p.a. The lease makes it clear that the salthouse was 
part of Elward’s Place and the preceeding two tenements in the rental are thus 
almost certainly part of the same property: KHRO BB 3A f 117. 


This was the tenement near the Foreland which Robert de Kirkton had purchased 
in 1347 (see note 36). John Uslaby senior had acquired it in 1426 and in 1451 his 
son John Uslaby, mariner, sold the northern part of the property to John Litster of 
York. It may be this separated plot which 1s referred to in the next rental entry: 
KHRO D 274, 400. 


‘> The Brogger, or water bailiff, was responsible for collecting the tolls on water- 


borne trade, as distinct from market tolls. His tower stood at the Horsestaith and 
can perhaps be identified with the tower at the Foreland mentioned in the 
fourteenth century (see note 36) but the exact layout of the medieval South End is 
unclear. The three properties which follow in the rental were probably also near 
the Horsestaith and there may have been some contemporary confusion between 
them. 


The anchor house housed the chain and the winch used to draw it taut across the 
harbour mouth. The chain, which can be seen in position in a sixteenth-century 
drawing of the town (VCH facing p $4) formed a vital part of the town’s defences. 
Until the building of the garrison on the east bank of the Hull by Henry VIII the 
chain provided the only protection for the town’s river frontage. Some medieval 
accounts equate the anchor house with the brogger’s headquarters, although the 
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rental implies that they were separate. They had certainly separated by the 
mid seventeenth century, although their proximity suggests how confusion could 
have arisen. Seventeenth-century leases show that the ‘Broghouse’ stood at the 
Horsestaith. South of it, but still at the Horsestaith, stood a town tenement, the 
tenant of which usually also leased the chain house, although this was technically 
part of the South End tower, which stood to the south of the tenement: VCH 
pp 47-8; Horrox, op cit p 61. 


The holes or loops in the south wall were leased to craftsmen for storage purposes. 
By 1527 the rent was in complete decay and the entries are omitted altogether 
from the 1547-48 rental: KHRO BRF 2/2, 7. The practice of leasing the loops was 
revived shortly afterwards: ibid /9 et seq. 


The identity of this entry is not entirely clear. In 1492 Adam Anderson, miller, 
leased an entry in Blackfriargate which led towards a mill in a tenement late in the 
tenure of Wiliam Humbleton at 6s 8d and a little house on the east side of the entry 
at 4s: KHRO BB 3A f 148v. If this little house is the tenement held by Margaret 
Chapman at 4s in the 1465 rental, the entry must have formed part of the Waghen 
rent. The Hollar map of Hull in the 1640s seems to show an entry leading through 
the houses on the north side of Blackfriargate to a detached building in the right 
area. In this case, the entry was perhaps the forerunner of Robson’s Entry shown 
on the nineteenth-century Ordnance Survey map of Hull. 


Leases stipulating that the tenant should be responsible for repairs were the town’s 
response to the falling rents of the mid fifteenth century. The move was perhaps 
prompted by a series of major repair bills in the 1440s. In 1447-48, for instance, 
the town spent £7 17s 7d repairing a house which produced an annual rent of only 
f2 179 4d: KARO BRE 2/3628. 


Marshall’s lease of this property, made in September 1456, survives: KHRO BRN 
8B. He already held the adjoining property. 


The new butchery apparently consisted of free standing stalls near the Dings in 
Marketgate. The Butchery, or Fleshmarketgate, itself was the section of 
Marketgate south of the Guildhall, where the town had built two rows of 
butchers’ shops in the 1330s. By the mid fifteenth century, however, these original 
shops were occupied as tenements by a wide range of tradesmen and the butchers 
seem to have been carrying on their business from stalls in the new butchery. In 
the mid sixteenth century some more permanent provision seems to have been 
made and butchers began to lease six shops described as under the Dings. The 
butchers’ shambles remained at the east end of Holy Trinity until the early 
nineteenth century when new premises were provided on the east side of the 
newly widened Marketgate, south of Fetter Lane. 


Stolpe or stoop is used by the Hull rentals to imply a building against an outer wall 
of a property. This may often have consisted of some form of stall from which 
trade could be carried on. 


3 The guild of Holy Trinity was founded in 1369 as a religious guild but by the mid 


fifteenth century had become the craft guild for Hull shipmen: VCH pp 397 et seq. 
This rental entry shows that the guild was responsible for providing a beacon to 
guide travellers approaching Hull from the north west. The spire over the 
Beverley gate shown in the Cottonian plan of Hull was perhaps the housing for 
such a beacon: VCH facing p 54. 


Hull had a network of sewers for drainage purposes. The one mentioned here was 
among the most important, running the full length of Marketgate. It is probable 
that all three north/south streets of the medieval town originally developed beside 
water courses: Hull Street beside the Hull itself and Marketgate and Beverleygate 
along natural drainage channels. The association between streets and sewers was 
very close and a number of sewers mentioned in medieval records mark the 
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position of streets which had fallen out of regular use. Walkergate or Pavement, 
which ran behind the row of butchers’ shops on the west side of the Butchery, was 
known only as a common sewer by the mid fifteenth century. Beverleygate 
beyond its junction with Aldgate became redundant after the walling of the town, 
although the drainage channel beside which it had developed survived. For part of 
the street, the modern Land of Green Ginger, the process was reversed in the 
seventeenth century and a road developed beside the sewer: the name, Land of 
Green Ginger, being applied to the sewer before the street: KHRO BRF 2/38 et 
seq. 


’ The ‘church stile’ seems to refer to the steps into the churchyard situated near the 


junction of the modern King Street/Fish Street/Robinson Row/South 
Churchside. The steps are mentioned in a grant of land on the northern corner of 
Robinson Row and King Street in 1432, when they formed part of the eastern 
boundary of the land. John Ricard himself held the land opposite this plot, on the 
corner of Robinson Row and Fish Street: KHRO BRE 1 p 273; D 372; BRA 87 
(D 439, 480-1, 486). 

John Gregg and his wife Joan were among the leading benefactors of Hull in the 
fifteenth century. The land listed under the Gregg rent in the 1465 rental formed 
the endowment of Gregg’s maison dieu which stood at the south-east end of the 
modern Posterngate and was given to the mayor and burgesses by Gregg’s 
feoffees in October 1445. The first six entries in the rental occupied the Marketgate 
property immediately north of Holy Trinity. The four Blackfriargate properties 
which follow, described as newly built in 1445, formed part of the large de la Pole 
plot at the south-west end of the modern Blanket Row: KHRO BRA 4. 

The Greggs also gave land to the town for the endowment of a chantry in Holy 
Trinity, consisting of a large piece of land on the southern corner of Marketgate 
and Church Lane: the three plots occupied in 1347 by Richard del Kerr. The 
chantry endowment is represented in the 1465 rental by the messuage and nine 
tenements in Kirk Lane for which Simon Grimsby paid £4: KHRO BRA 3 (and 
see note II9Q). 


Swattock was succeeded as tenant by Robert Marshall in May 1467. Marshall paid 
the reduced rent of 20s but was to be responsible for repairs: KHRO BB 3A f 112. 


This rent originated in 1372, when the town sold a strip of land 3 feet wide 
between the staith and the land to the north to the owners of the northern plot: 
Thomas Barber and Adam de Tutbury: KHRO BRD 6, enrolled BRE 2 f s2. 


Berage acquired this land in 1455. It lay immediately south of the guildhall on the 
west side of the Butchery: KHRO BB 3A f 43v, and compare ibid f 123v. 


This rent originated in a building lease made by the town to Richard Hornse, 
shipwright, in 1413 for 100 years at 2s p.a. Hornse was to build a house on a Jane 
between Salthouse Lane and the common sewer within three years: KHRO BRN 
5 

The rent on this property was of long standing. The tenement was not on the 
modern Whitefriargate but occupied a site on the southern corner of Marketgate 
and Silver Street. The land was sold by the town to Robert de Celario in 1316, at 
an annual rent of 3s 4d. The land paid no fee farm to the king, although it is noted 
in the 1347 rental as held by the heirs of Richard de Gretford. Goseman, a barber, 
acquired it in 1441 and in 1517 his heir Richard, a haberdasher of London, agreed 
to sell it to the mayor and burgesses for £26 13s 4d: KHRO BRD (D 14); BRA 73. 


“See ote $9. 


The town sold the Nettlegarth to Simon de Grimsby in 1384 at 4s p.a.: KHRO 
BRD 7. By 1465 the land to the south, for which see note 42, had been annexed to 
the garth. In a lease of 1527 no distinction was made between the land and the 
garth and both were held by Patrick Bogge for the combined rent of 5s: KHRO 
BRN 16. 
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In 1409 the town had granted a piece of empty land lying at the door to the 
churchyard to John de Barton, vicar of Hessle and Holy Trinity, for life at 4d p.a.: 
KHRO BRN 3A. The land lay to the north of the vicar’s main holding on Vicar 
Lane (for which see note 44). The ‘door to the churchyard’ evidently corresponds 
to the church stile of the next entry and seems to have been opposite the end of 
Vicar Lane: KHRO- BRP 4/2. 


This is probably the second Tutbury property, adjoining the White Horse Entry. 


Harrison’s oil mill stood on the south side of Blanket Row towards its western 
end. There is an extant deed of sale recording his purchase of the mill from Sir 
Edward Madeson dated 1535, but the rental shows that Harrison owned the mill 
before this. Madeson had acquired the mill in 1527 from Isabel Gill, widow, on 
condition that an obit was said for John Gill on St Andrew’s day for the next forty 
years. Harrison must have taken over the mill almost immediately: KHRO BRA 
$7 (D561). 


The storehouse, also known as the lime storehouse, stood behind the row of 
houses on the east side of the Butchery: KHRO BRD 14. 


The inclusion of a rent in the Dings at the end of this section supports the 
suggestion that these stalls stood at the east end of Holy Trinity rather than in the 
Butchery proper: see note IO1. 


This heading is something of a misnomer. The land represents the endowment of 
the Gregg chantry (see note 106). The name apparently derives from the fact that 
Simon Grimsby had initially been responsible for paying the rent to the town. 


Stephenson had received a lease of the revenues of the town dyke from Hessle 
gates to the north gates in 1516 for seven years at 10s p.a. The revenues were then 
defined as the fish, reeds and grass from the foot of the town wall to the outer 
brink of the dyke: KHRO BRN 15A. His lease was evidently renewed at a much 
reduced sum. 


William Marmaduke held a tenement in Blackfriargate from 1593 when he, 
Richard Marmaduke and John Bonwick were sold a tenement each on the south 
side of the street. William Marmaduke was dead by 1602: KHRO BREF 2/9 et seq; 
BRD 39-41. 


* The Ripplingham rent consisted of land which John Ripplingham, doctor of 


theology, gave to the mayor and burgesses in 1508 to found a chantry. The land 
was grouped around the eastern end of Mytongate: KHRO BRA 69. 


3 By this date the town farmed Trippet from the Charterhouse for £4: see note 81. 


Where is “no ‘teference to. the, master Jefiirey tent outside the. series: of 
sixteenth-century rentals. It can be identified with the grant of land to the town by 
Geoffrey Thurscross in 1521 to found a chantry at the altar of St Anne in St Mary’s 
church. Thurscross gave a messuage in High Street after the death of his wife and 
£200 in cash: KHRO BRA 72. Apart from the similarity of names, the fee farm 
which the town paid for the Jeffrey rent, 3s, is the same as that of the High Street 
tenement bequeathed by Thurscross. This does not explain, however, the ‘new 
house’ in the Marketplace, which unfortunately cannot be identified. It seems 
likely that the town had invested part of the £200 in land. 

The rental gives no indication that the Marketplace property was anything but a 
private house. Sheahan, however, notes that there was a maison dieu in the 
churchyard called ‘Jeffreys House’. This may be the house mentioned in the rental. 
It is perhaps more likely that Jeffrey’s endowment was used after the Dissolution 
to refound the Guisborough hospital in the churchyard. Thurscross’s will had 
provided that if his chantry was not kept perpetually the town was to retain half 
the £200 and the other £100 was to revert to his executors to be used on acts of 
piety. The dissolution of the chantries may have called this clause into play and the 
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preservation of the Guisborough hospital would have been an appropriate object 
of charity: VCH p 335n; Testamenta Eboracensia V p 117. For the Guisborough 
hospital see note 144. 


The ship dock was in Trippet, at the east end of the road which ran outside the 
north wall of the town. In 1427 it was leased to John Bedford for 100 years at £12 
p.a. but by the mid sixteenth century the rent had dropped to 5s: KHRO BRA 5 
CNIS); BIB ackt 75. 83v. 


Smethley had been granted this fee for his good counsel in October 1523, having 
been recorder for some years: KHRO BB 3A f 20s. 


Richard Merwyn bequeathed his house in Blackfriargate to the commonalty of 
Hull in 1499 on condition that they had a mass sung for him by the Priests of the 
Table on each anniversary of his death: KHRO BRA 2 (D 485A). The Priests of 
the Table were the twelve priests who served the various altars in Holy Trinity. 


John Swan, a Hull merchant, bequeathed £30 in 1476 to be used at the discretion of 
his executors for funeral expenses and for a commemoration on each anniversary 
of his death: Borthwick Institute, Prob Reg 5 f 7-7v. This bequest is omitted in 
the printed version of his will: Testamenta Eboracensia Ill p 225. 


Laurence Swattock, apothecary, left no specific bequest for an obit in his will of 
1492. He left £4 13s 4d for an honest and well-disposed priest to sing in Holy 
Trinity for a year after his death but otherwise merely instructed his wife Jenet to 
use the residue of his possessions for the good of his soul: Borthwick Institute, 
Prob Reg 5 ff 410v—-11. 


Arthur Pilkington sold a messuage in High Street and two tenements in 
Whitefriargate to the mayor and burgesses in 1519. He also released a quit rent of 
13s 4d from the wool house: KHRO BRA 71. This was the rent formerly held by 
the Birkin and Cross families, for which see note 48. 


The Whitehorse Inn, a de la Pole property, stood on Marketgate, at the back of the 
High Street land which formed part of the Tutbury rent (see note 61). The entry 
ran along the southern boundary of the de la Pole land to Marketgate. In 1438 
William de la Pole sold a piece of his land to Tutbury’s executors to make a lane 
between the two properties, presumably to give the Tutbury land back access to 
Marketgate along Whitehorse Entry. When the town acquired the High Street 
property it took over the annual rent of 2d from this piece of land: KHRO D 322. 
By the date of the 1527-28 rental Sir William Sidney held the de la Pole lands in 
Hull and received the rents due from them. 


> The lane referred to here is Aldburgh staith, opposite the end of Scale Lane. By the 


late middle ages most of the public staithes had rooms above them (see for instance 
note 34) but this was probably the earliest example. By 1347 the chamber, and the 
rent of 2s, was divided between the adjoining properties. The rent was by that date 
paid to the church, and remained part of its endowment until the Reformation 
when it passed to the town. 


This was the property on the northern corner of High Street and Blackfriargate. 
The entry is apparently the earliest reference to a gaol in the town but its location 1s 
unknown. 

The incorporation of the Aton fee into the new town of Kingston upon Hull seems 


to have had the effect of improving the Berwalds’ status. By the mid fourteenth 
century the family held a number of plots in the town. 


This, in fact, is not the same as the valuation in the 1293 inquisition, which simply 
states that the twelve plots in the market place are worth a total of 48s: see above 
p 138. 

These 22'2 acres appear in the Myton section of the 1293 valuation: for their 
transfer see note §. 
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The rental of new plots represents the leases of Richard Oysel; compare the 1320 
inquisition. 

The hospital next to the Charterhouse was founded with the priory by Michael de 
la Pole in 1378. In 1383 the two were separated and the hospital subsequently 
received considerable endowments within the town itself. At the Dissolution the 
priory land passed to the crown while the hospital endowment was vested in the 
corporation. 


A sixteenth-century hand has bracketed the first two entries.on f 32 together and 
written above them: ‘George Shaw garthe now in 3 persilles and paiethe yearely 
Aas’; 

All the properties mentioned in the ¢c.1445 rental as owned by John Rouclyff or his 
heirs had been given to the guild of Corpus Christi by Nicholas Stut in his will of 
1349, the grant to be operative after the death of Stut’s wife and children: KHRO 
D 81. John Rouclyff, chaplain, held other Corpus Christi guild land in 1497: 
Borthwick Institute, Prob Reg 2 f 359. 


These properties had been granted to Simon and Agnes de Grimsby by Sir 
Michael de la Pole in 1391, at an annual rent of £15 6s 8d. The riverside tenements, 
which included a staith with a crane, had a High Street frontage of 64 feet and a 
river frontage of 54 feet: KHRO WT 1/32. The staith subsequently became 
known as Grimsby staith. The messuage on the west of High Street was the site of 
Grimsby Lane, for which see the Introduction, pp 19-20 above. 


> In 1347 this is described as late of John Rotenheryng. William de la Pole was 


Rotenheryng’s executor: KHRO BRE | p 83. 


3 Geoffrey de Hanby’s chantry of St Mary lay on the south side of the chancel of 


Holy Trinity. In 1372 it had been endowed with six houses by Hugh de Hanby. It 
was apparently refounded by Sir John Eland in the early sixteenth century and in 
1548 the revenues were said to be assigned to the ‘stipend of the church’ with 
George Paynter as incumbent: VCH pp 287-8; KHRO BRA 87. 


This hospital was founded and maintained by the priory of Guisborough in return 
for land in Hull granted to them by Robert de Selby and Richard de Ravenser in 
1375. It housed twelve poor men who each received 2d a day; VCH p 335. The 
Holy Trinity maison dieu in existence by 1445 is almost certainly to be identified 
with this foundation and not with the maison dieu of the Trinity guild which was 
founded in 1457 and not completed until the 1470s. The bequest made in 1481 to 
the ‘new’ maison dieu founded in honour of the Holy Trinity was probably the 
guild foundation: VCH p 398; Borthwick Institute, Prob Reg 5 f 81v. See also 
note 124. 


* The chantry of St James mentioned in the rental 1s strictly the chantry of Sts James 


and John, founded by James de Kingston, otherwise Helward, in ¢.1341 to pray for 
the souls of his family: KHRO BRA 87 (M 45, D 51). This chantry should not be 
confused with that founded at the altar of St James in Holy Trinity by John 
Bedford, which is usually referred to as the Bedford chantry rather than the 
chantry of St James. 


There is a discrepancy between the 1347 and c.1445 rentals for this group of 
properties. The three plots held by Rosse in 1445 paid 8s 1'/d, 20d more than the 
total for the same plots in 1347. This may have originated as a scribal error: the 
plot on the corner of Vicar Lane is listed twice in ¢c.1445, but the sixteenth-century 
rentals suggest that the additional 20d continued to be paid by the Marketgate 
properties. 


This property had followed the same descent as the adjoining Stut land. Richard 
Box and Nicholas Stut, the owners of the two plots in 1347, were step-brothers. 
Their mother Matilda had married first Michael Box and then Robert Stut. She 
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had intended to sell the Box property in order to pay Michael’s debts and then use 
the residue to found a chantry for them both; but this plan apparently never 
materialised: KHRO D 67A. 


This is the Waghen rent, for which see note $9. 
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'49 The guild of Corpus Christi was one of the major guilds of Hull. It was founded in 
1358 as a merchant guild and in 1382 Adam de Tutbury and John de Denton 
granted five messuages to found a chantry at the altar of Corpus Christi in Holy 
Trinity for the souls of their ancestors and for the benefactors of the guild: 
KHRO BRA 81 (D 149). The Mytongate property was part of the chantry 
endowment, although the rental does not make this entirely clear. So was the 
guild’s maison dieu in Whitefriargate, which is specifically said to be held by the 
chaplains of the chantry of Corpus Christi.

The property is described as a croft outside the ditch near Myton gates. Although 
not explicity stated, it evidently included the plot which precedes it in the 1347 
rental. 


'S! This was the site of Pomfret’s maison dieu, first mentioned in 1434. It was also 
known as the Glover maison dieu. It was dissolved at the Reformation and by 
1591 the site was occupied by gardens: KHRO BRA 4 (D 312); BRF 5/2; VCH 
P 335. 

This property is omitted from the 1347 rental. It was at the extreme north of 
Beverleygate and in the rental of c.1315 was held by Alan Coc for 6s 8d. Coc was 
disposing of it piecemeal in the early 1340s and it was subsequently reunited, at 
least in part, by Adam de Tutbury: Horrox, op cit pp 143-S.

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Spencer’s wife was Margaret, the daughter and heir of John Whitiker. In 1448 she 
granted half this property to Katherine, widow of John atte Halle, whose daughter 
granted it to the guild of Corpus Christi in 1501: KHRO BRA 87 (D 363, 489, 
489A). 

This was the site of the guild’s maison dieu in Whitefriargate and was one of the 
properties with which Tutbury and Denton had endowed the chantry of Corpus 
Christi in 1382. After the Reformation it became the site of Charity Hall, replaced 
in the late seventeenth century by the workhouse: VCH pp 439-40.
